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The  boulder  on  the  small  grass  triangle  located  at  the  comer  of 
Essex  and  Cherry  streets,  Swampscott,  bears  this  inscription  embossed 
in  bronze: 

**Near  this  spot  —  on  the  old  Essex  Turnpike  stood  the  home 
of  Abednego  Ramsdell,  the  first  Lynn  man  to  die  in  the 
Revolution,  mortally  wounded  in  the  battle  of  Lexington, 
April  19,  1775. 

To  commemorate  his  heroism  and  patriotism  this  tablet  is 
erected  by  Old  Essex  Chapter,  Sons  of  the  Revolution,  on 
the  occasion  of  the  tercentenary  of  the  settlement  of  the 
Third  Plantation  1929." 

Local  historians  record  that  two  hundred  years  ago,  on  April  19, 
1775,  Abednego  Ramsdell  and  a  neighbor,  Joseph  Richards,  had  risen 
long  before  dawn  and  with  their  fowling  pieces  were  awaiting  sunrise 
and  the  ducks  at  Great  Pond  (Palmer  Pond). 

Meanwhile,  the  alarm  spread  through  what  is  now  Swampscott 
that  the  British  were  marching  to  Lexington  and  Concord.  This  was 
the  signal  for  Captain  Farringtons  Lynn  Minutemen  to  assemble 
immediately. 

At  mid-morning  enroute  home,  Abednego  and  Joseph  met  the 
latter  s  father  who  told  them  of  the  alarm.  Leaving  their  ducks  with 
Mr.  Richards,  they  rushed  to  join  their  company.  In  a  later  record 
Ramsdell  was  described  as  "running  through  Lynn  Center  with  his 
stockings  fallen  down  to  his  shoe  tops".  Such  was  his  eagerness  to 
catch  up  with  Captain  Farrington. 

By  afternoon  the  fighting  over  at  Lexington  and  Concord,  the 
British  were  retreating  to  Boston.  Abednego  and  Joseph,  having  caught 
up  ioith  their  company,  waited  with  the  rest  of  the  men,  wondering 
what  had  happened  *'up  Concord  way". 

At  last,  in  the  distance  they  heard  gunfire.  Then  the  first  Redcoats 
appeared  —  then  more  and  more.  In  one  horrible  moment  the  Minute- 
men  learned  a  lesson  in  the  cruel  art  of  war  —  from  their  rear  was  a 
volley  of  shots.  Abednego  Ramsdell,  age  twenty -four,  lay  dead.

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott: 

Your  Board  of  Selectmen  is  pleased  to  submit  to  its  fellow  citizens  this  report 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1974. 

In  our  responsibility  of  leadership  for  the  Police  Department,  we  have  worked 
closely  with  our  able  Police  Chief,  William  J.  Carlin,  to  reduce  to  a  minimum  de- 
partmental vacancies  and  the  resulting  expensive  overtime.  Unfortunately,  litigation 
on  a  state  and  federal  level  has  continued  to  handicap  our  efforts  to  maintain  a  full 
compliment,  as  we  prefer,  chosen  first  from  Swampscott  residents. 

During  the  year  the  Board  of  Selectmen  regretfully  accepted  the  resignation  of 
Oliver  W.  Coughlin  who  served  for  a  number  of  years  as  Swampscott  Town  Treasurer 
and  Town  Clerk-Collector.  Acting  upon  legal  opinion  of  the  Town  Counsel,  we  ap- 
pointed Gerard  L.  Caron  Town  Treasurer,  and  Malcolm  F.  MacLean,  Jr.  Town  Clerk- 
Collector. 

Despite  our  concern  for  the  effects  of  the  new  collective  bargaining  statute 
enacted  in  1973,  equitable  contracts  were  completed  with  the  four  groups  of  em- 
ployees with  whom  the  Selectmen  must  negotiate.  The  appropriations  and  by-law 
amendments  necessary  to  support  these  contracts  were  enacted  by  Town  Meeting. 
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Bargaining  is  a  time  consuming  process,  but  our  Town  is  fortunate  in  the  assistance 
of  our  Bargaining  Agent,  Attorney  Thomas  H.  Driscoll,  and  in  the  spirit  of  under- 
standing and  cooperation  that  currently  exists  with  the  Town  employees.  In  so  many 
communities  this  is  not  evident  and  leads  to  disruptive  employee  relationships. 

One  of  the  greatest  challenges  faced  in  1974  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  was 
the  Commonwealth's  action  regarding  the  use  of  several  of  the  local  railroad  bridges. 
Many  hearings  were  held  locally  with  strained  feelings  evidenced,  and  a  number  of 
meetings  were  conducted  with  representatives  of  the  various  state  agencies  involved. 
After  considerable  hardship  on  many  of  our  citizens,  appropriate  adjustments  were 
made.  While  our  citizens  bear  the  inconveniences,  our  community  cannot  solve  the 
basic  problem  which,  as  so  many  local  matters  finds  us  dependent  on  state  action 
for  solution. 

In  the  same  vein,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  many  local  committees  devoted 
a  great  deal  of  time  to  other  local  problems  whose  ultimate  solutions  lie  beyond  our 
control.  These  included  permanent  traffic  improvement  on  Paradise  Road,  the  gas 
and  fuel  oil  shortage,  the  moral  climate  permitting  X-rated  movies,  and  other  ob- 
jectionable live  entertainment,  as  well  as  an  effective  long  range  solution  of  our 
tons  of  trash  to  be  disposed  of. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen,  operating  with  limited  statutory  authority,  are  pleased 
that  in  a  number  of  ways  their  assistance  helped  responsible  Swampscott  citizens 
produce  constructive  results  for  the  Town.  With  the  appointment  of  a  Special  Town 
Counsel,  Attorney  Thomas  F.  Kiley,  substantial  progress  has  been  made  toward  the 
completion  of  the  Sewage  Plant,  while  a  Special  Town  Meeting  has  voted  to  purchase 
substantial  segments  of  the  New  Ocean  House  property  to  enhance  the  recreational 
facilities  of  the  town.  Chairman  John  P.  Ingalls,  Jr.  and  his  committee  did  an  out- 
standing job  in  September  in  providing  suitable  recognition  for  the  late  John  Chais- 
son,  while  other  committees  have  served  to  establish  regulations  for  mobile  vendors, 
study  the  proper  future  for  the  Town's  ambulance  and  design  or  Town  flag. 

The  Town  Meeting  accepted  our  recommendation  for  the  permanent  appoint- 
ment of  an  Assistant  Town  Counsel,  and,  choosing  from  many  qualified  applicants, 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  appointed  Attorney  Harvey  Rowe  to  this  position.  As  never 
before,  we  have  required  the  valuable  assistance  of  Attorney  Timolhy  J.  Davern,  Town 
Counsel,  and  Attorney  Rowe  has  already  helped  to  carry  the  legal  burdens  imposed 
on  our  Town  by  our  complex  society  laws. 

The  continued  cheerful  dedication  of  our  Clerk,  Miss  Katherine  Donlon,  and 
our  Secretary,  Joseph  C.  Sinatra,  is  a  large  part  of  the  ability  of  the  Board  of  Select- 
men  to  continue  to  serve  the  varied  needs  and  demands  of  our  Town.  For  this  we  are 
deeply  grateful. 

Each  year  various  Town  employees  and  Committee  Members,  who  serve  with 
the  Selectmen,  change,  While  a  number  of  new  appointments  were  made  by  the 
Board  in  1974,  we  wish  to  particularly  call  to  the  Town's  attention  the  retirement  of 
John  Cameron,  who  served  as  Custodian  in  the  Administration  Building,  for  so  many 
years. 

For  the  continued  cooperation  and  support  the  Board  of  Selectmen  received  from 
Town  and  State  Officials,  employees,  committees,  and  citizens,  we  are  extremely 
grateful.  No  one  can  function  alone,  and  without  the  aid  of  so  many,  our  job  would 
be  impossible  to  accomplish.

involved  is  not  subject  to  flooding  and  is  rr,t  otherwise  un-  [ 
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suitable  for  development  because  of  dramas; e  conditions;  and 
if  the  said  Board  should  further  find  that  any  such  use  of 
such  land  will  not  interfere  with  the  purposes  of  this  Section 
stated  in  paragraph  1  above,  and  will  not  be  detrimental  to 
the  public  health,  safety  or  welfare. 

The  Planning  Board,  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  Con- 
servation Commission  shall  be  given  prior  notice  of  each  such 
public  hearing  and  shall  have  twenty  C20)  days  within  which 
to  file  their  recommendations.

a.  Density 

(1)  the  number  of  dwelling  units  shall  not  exceed  the  number  which 
could  otherwise  be  constructed  on  the  tract,  provided  that  the  Board 
of  Appeals,  upon  the  written  recommendation  of  the  Planning  Board, 
may  allow  an  increase  of  not  more  than  ten  per  cent  (10%)  if  it 
finds  that  the  increased  number  thus  permitted  will  tend  to  preserve 
the  landscape  by  inducing  a  Cluster  Development  rather  than  a 
standard  subdivision. 

(2)  In  calculating  the  number  of  units  which  could  otherwise  be  con- 
structed on  the  tract,  there  shall  be  excluded  any  lots  which  the 
Planning  Board  deems  unbuildable  lots  whether  by  reason  of  (a) 
sanitary  disposal,  drainage,  flooding,  water  pollution,  or  water  sup- 
ply problems,  (b)  the  need  for  substantial  filling  of  wetlands,  or 
(c)  any  combination  of  the  foregoing. 

b.  Dimensions 

(1)  Minimum  tract  acreage:  15  acres 

(2)  Maximum  height:  35  feet 

(3)  Maximum  number  of  stories:  2^^ 

(4)  Minimum  total  fioor  area  per  dwelling  unit:  900  sq.  ft. 

(5)  Minimum  number  of  parking  spaces:  2  per  dwelling  unit 

c.  Open  Space 

(1)  Provision  shall  be  made  so  that  at  least  65%  of  the  tract  shall  be 
left  as  open  green  space  exclusive  of  roads,  buildings,  and  parking. 

(2)  Such  open  space  shall  be  conveyed  either  to  a  trust,  the  benefici- 
aries of  which  shall  be  the  homeowners  within  the  tract,  or  to  the 
Town  Conservation  Commission,  or  in  part  to  both.  Such  trust 
shall  have  as  one  of  its  purposes  the  maintenance  of  such  open 
space  for  conservation,  recreation,  or  park  purposes. 

(3)  Any  such  trust  shall  convey  to  the  Town  a  permanent  conservation 
restriction  which  shall  ensure  the  preservation  of  the  open  space 
for  conservation,  recreation,  or  park  purposes. 

(4)  Any  such  trust  shall  grant  to  the  Town  an  easement  over  such  open 
space  sufficient  to  ensure  that  such  open  space  is  perpetually  pre- 
served as  conservation,  recreation,  or  park  land. 

(5)  Natural  features  such  as  ponds,  streams,  views,  rocky  outcrops,  and 
stone  walls,  where  possible,  shall  be  preserved. 

d.  Site  Plans 

In  addition  to  the  information  required  by  the  Subdivision  Regula- 
tions of  the  Planning  Board  to  be  shown  on  preliminary  subdivision 
plans,  the  developer  shall  submit  to  the  Planning  Board  the  following: 

(1)  A  map  of  survey  drawn  to  a  minimum  scale  of  1"  =  40'  by  a  regis- 
tered landscape  architect  or  registered  civil  engineer,  showing  con- 
tours at  intervals  of  two  feet  and  indicating  existing  roads  and 
buildings,  utilities,  and  easements; 

(2)  A  site  inventory  of  existing  conditions  including  but  not  limited  to 
the  following:  water  bodies,  streams,  wetlands,  water  tables,  slope 
areas,  geological  features,  soils,  unique  vegetation,  historic  features; 
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(3)  A  site  plan  showing  common  open  space  and  ways  and  the  general 
location,  type  and  number  of  units  proposed.  Such  site  plan  shall 
also  include  all  roads,  parking,  utilities,  land  coverage,  drainage, 
open  space  community  facilities,  land  use,  and  the  proposed  develop- 
ment in  relation  to  the  surrounding  areas, 
e.  Impact  Statement 

(1)  An  impact  statement  shall  be  submitted  projecting  the  effect  of  the 
development  on  town  sei'\'ices,  including  but  not  limited  to  traffic 
regulation,  fire  and  police  protection,  educational  and  recreational 
facilities,  public  works  services,  and  on  the  natural  ecology  and  sur- 
rounding area. 

(2)  The  Planning  Board  shall  not  recommend  and  the  Board  of  Appeals 
shall  not  grant  a  special  permit  for  Cluster  Development  if  it  ap- 
pears that  because  of  soil,  drainage,  traffic,  or  other  conditions  the 
granting  of  such  permit  would  be  detrimental  to  the  neighborhood 
or  to  the  Town,  or  if  the  granting  of  such  permit  would  be  contraiy 
to  the  purposes  of  Cluster  Zoning  set  forth  in  Subsection  1,  of  this 
Section. 

In  granting  a  special  permit,  the  Board  of  Appeals  shall  impose  such 
additional  conditions  and  safeguards  as  the  public  safety,  welfare,  and  con- 
venience may  require."

To  see  if  the  Town  will  hear  the  report  of  the  Solid  Waste 
Disposal  Committee,  and  appropriate  the  necessary  funds  therefor  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 

Sponsored  by  Kent  F.  Murphy,  Health  Agent. 

VOTED  ARTICLE  12.  To  occept  the  report  of  the  Solid  Waste  Disposal  Com- 
mittee as  follows: 

Report  of  Regional  Refuse  Disposal  Planning  Committee: 

The  Committee  authorized  under  Chapter  40,  Sections  44a  and  B,  and  created 
by  Article  43  of  the  1971  Town  Meeting,  has  made  a  report  at  each  subsequent 
Town  Meeting  and  feels  that  a  report  on  such  an  important  and  pressing  issue  is 
necessary. 

The  Regional  Planning  Committee  of  Metropolitan  Lynn  devised  a  scheme 
whereby  solid  waste  would  be  used  as  a  fuel  to  generate  steam,  and  General  Electric 
in  Lynn,  was  to  be  the  steam  customer. 

Existing  legislation  at  that  time  did  not  allow  for  Regional  Refuse  Districts  to 
sell  steam  to  private  industry.  By  the  time  the  Council  amended  the  legislation  and 
was  in  a  position  to  receive  firm  proposals  from  the  industry  to  build  and  operate  the 
regional  facility,  the  General  Electric  had  signed  a  letter  of  intent  to  purchase  steam 
from  DeMatteo.  Mr.  Martin  DeMatteo  is  now  building  the  plant  and  it  will  be  on 
line  by  1975. 

The  Greater  Lynn  Refuse  Committee  joined  a  Solid  Waste  Committee  operating 
from  Beverly  and  formed  the  South  Essex  Solid  Waste  Council  consisting  of:  Lynn, 
Kahant,  Lynnfield,  Salem,  Beverly,  Peabody,  Middleton,  Danvers,  Swampscott,  Mar- 
bleheod,  Manchester,  Gloucester,  Rockport,  Essex  and  Hamilton. 

At  present  we  have  an  engineering  firm  of  C.  E.  McGuire  evaluating  the  sani- 
tory  londfill  site  of  Peabody  as  the  proposed  site  for  our  regional  refuse  plant. 

We,  OS  a  Council,  are  negotioting  with  Aenco,  a  firm  from  New  Castle  County, 
Nework,  Delaware.  Their  company  owns  ond  operates  o  resource  recovery  plant  that 
shreds  the  materials  and  salvages  metals,  paper  and  cardboard. 

Aenco  was  recently  purchased  by  Cargill  Inc.,  of  Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  one 
of  the  nation's  leading  handlers  and  processors  of  farm  products  with  sales  in  1973 
of  $5,336,912,000. 

First  of  Boston  Corporation,  our  financial  advisors,  and  Palmer  Dodge,  our  bond 
counsel,  have  indicated  that  the  Aenco  Cargill  Corp.  can  build  and  operate  a  solid 
waste  plant;  and  C.  E.  McGuire,  our  engineering  consultants,  confirm  that  the  present 
operating  plant  and  the  proposed  plant  is  a  good  sound  engineering  project. 
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In  order  that  the  Council  itself  can  deal  from  strength  with  the  Aenco  Cargill 
Corp.,  the  Council  is  submitting  permissive  legislation  to  further  amend  Chapter  40 
which  allows  for  a  Regional  Refuse  Disposal  District.  The  proposed  legislation,  which 
this  body  will  be  asked  to  vote  on  at  a  later  date,  will  be  tailored  to  the  South  Essex 
specific  needs  and  greatly  limit  the  powers  of  the  Regional  Authority.  This  will  be 
presented  at  a  later  date. 

A  contract  for  from  ten  to  twenty  years  will  be  presented  to  you  later.  This  will 
detail  costs  and  return  share  profits  from  recoverobles.  It  will  be  a  uniform  contract 
for  all  communifies. 

Finally,  if  all  does  not  go  well  we,  the  Council,  are  at  the  same  time  having 
C.  E.  McGuire  proceed  to  draft  a  very  formal  R.F.P.  or  Request  for  Proposal  which 
would  then  be  distributed  nation-wide  to  the  industry  to  have  a  plant  built  ond 
operated  on  a  regional  level. 

Accepted  Unanimously. 

The  motion  to  reconsider  Article  5  was  lost. 

ARTICLE  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  raise  by- 
borrowing  or  otherwise,  under  any  general  or  special  law  which  authorizes 
the  Town  to  raise  money  by  borrowing  or  otherwise,  such  sum  or  sums  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  for  any  or  all  of  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the 
foregoing  articles. 

Sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

VOTED  ARTICLE  13.  To  accept  the  reporf  of  the  Finance  Committee  and 
adopt  their  recommendations  as  follows: 

That  action  on  this  article  be  indefinitely  postponed.

The  Bcxird  of  Assessors  herewith  submits  its  annual  report  to  our  fellow  Towns- 
people for  the  calendar  year  1974. 

In  view  of  the  continued  queries  received  by  this  office,  it  beers  repeating  that 
the  dollar  value  in  the  permits  issued  by  the  Building  Inspector  should  not  be  con- 
sidered "instant"  assessed  value.  The  explanaiion  for  this  statement  follows:  By  law, 
Assessors  determine  assessed  value,  based  on  the  extent  of  the  contruction,  for  each 
building  as  of  January  1  each  year.  For  example:  As  of  January  1,  1974  —  if  a 
building  is  half  completed,  the  building  is  assessed  for  half  of  the  final  full  assess- 
ment; if  no  work  is  done  on  a  building,  there  would  be  no  assessment  on  the  building. 
In  both  cases,  arid  all  others,  the  properties  will  be  reviewed  by  the  Board  January  1, 
1975. 

The  Chairman,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Town  Accountant,  did  a  considerable 
amount  of  wcrk  io  convince  and  secure  approval  of  the  Department  of  Corporations 
&  Taxation  for  the  current  tax  rate.  They  had  calculated  the  figure  to  be  higher. 

The  new  fiscal  year  plan  is  now  in  full  effect,  effective  July  1,  1974.  There  has 
been  no  change  in  the  assessing  day,  which  remained  January  1,  1974.

Installation  of  all  water  naain  and  appurtenances  in  the  new  developments  at 
Vinnin  Square  were  constructed  under  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  (Water  Division). 
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A  total  of  twenty  (20)  new  hydronts  were  installed. 

Construction  and  installation  of  a  booster  pump  at  New  Ocean  Street  Is  com- 
plete. This  pump  will  maintain  steady  water  pressure  throughout  the  system. 

The  system  was  designed  by  Fay,  Spofford  &  Thorndike,  Inc.,  Engineers,  Boston, 
Mass.,  in  close  cooperation  with  the  Board  of  Public  Works. 

The  new  standpipe  with  a  capacity  of  3.5  million  gallons  is  complete  and  in 
full  operation.

PARKS 

The  Public  Works  Department  is  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  all  parks 
and  malls  in  the  Town. 

The  Public  Works  Department  assisted  in  the  construction  of  the  new  Little 
League  Building. 

The  existing  baseball  diamonds  at  Phillips  Park  and  Jackson  Park  have  been 
rebuilt. 

A  new  surface  was  put  down  on  the  basketball  court  at  Abbott  Park. 
The  Lodge  at  Jackson  Park  was  destroyed  by  fire.    (The  Lodge  will  be  rebuilt 
this  spring.) 

A  program  of  removing  Dutch  Elm  Diseased  trees  was  carried  out  during  the 
year  as  well  as  spraying  for  Oak  Leaf  Skeletonizer.  The  use  of  leaf  mulch  collected 
from  trees  throughout  the  Town  was  continued.  This  has  proven  to  be  a  savings 
in  the  purchase  of  top  soil  for  the  department. 

CEMETERY 

Additional  burial  lots  were  established  at  the  cemetery.

A  program  for  reconstruction  of  concrete  sidewalks  was  started  in  1974. 

New  concrete  sidewalks  were  reconstructed  on  the  westerly  side  of  Humphrey 
Street  from  Redington  Street  to  Blaney  Street  and  also  on  the  easterly  side  of  Burrill 
Street  from  New  Ocean  Street  to  Railroad  Avenue. 

ENGINEERING 

Duties  performed  by  the  Engineering  Division: 

Design  and  inspection  of  all  sanitary  sewers,  storm  drains  and  water  main  ex- 
tensions; cemetery  expansion;  layout  and  surface  grading  of  streets  and  sidewalks; 
generol  land  surveys  of  Town  properties;  drafting  of  plans;  preparation  of  estimates 
both  cost  and  quantity  for  general  Public  Works  projects;  drawing  of  construction 
contracts  and  specifications;  furnishing  information  from  Town  Records  for  sub- 
division; keeping  Assessors  Plates  up-to-date. 

In  addition  preliminary  engineering  studies  for  sewer  and  drains  have  been 
started  in  Galloupe's  Point  and  Foster  Dam  area. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

TOPICS  —  Troffic  Operations  Program  to  Improve  Capacity  and  Safety 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  in  cooperation  with  the  Mass.  Dpartment  of  Public 
Works  and  Tippetts-Abbett-McCarthy-Strattcn,  Engineers  and  Architects,  has  re- 
viewed plans  for  additional  TOPICS  projects  in  various  sections  of  Town. 

RECONSTRUCTION  OF  HAWTHORNE  BROOK  FROM 
ESSEX  STREET  TO  HUMPHREY  STREET: 

This  project  has  been  completed.  Construction  was  undertaken  by  the  de- 
velopers of  the  Vinnin  Square  area  at  a  cost  of  approximately  $500,000  of  which 
no  Town  funds  were  involved.  This  has  been  accomplished  by  the  diligent  efforts 
of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  the  cooperation  of  the  Vinnin  Square  developers. 

STORM  DAMAGE  PROJECTS: 

The  Town  received  payment  in  the  amount  of  $71,150  from  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment to  cover  all  the  costs  of  damage  which  occurred  during  the  storm,  February, 
1972. 

CENTRALIZATION  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS 
DEPARTMENT  AT  200  PARADISE  ROAD: 

After  much  discussion  and  study,  the  centralization  and  movement  of  the  Public 
Works  Department  to  Paradise  Road  has  become  a  reality.  This  is  a  culmination  of 
twenty  years  of  study  and  work.  This  centralization  was  first  recommended  in  a 
report  doted  March,  1964,  entitled  "Report  on  Public  Works  Department"  by  a 
committee  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  in  1962. 

By  the  elimination  of  four  different  departments  including  buildings  for  the 
same,  the  various  Public  Works  Divisions  can  operate  with  more  efficiency  from  a 
modern  plant.  Also,  now  in  the  time  of  energy  crisis,  the  present  heat  system,  to- 
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gether  with  a  fully  insulated  building,  has  eliminated  nine  (9)  different  heating  units 
and,  therefore,  eliminated  waste. 

The  Cemel-ery  Building  has  been  sold  and  removed  thereby  making  room  for 
approximately  one  hundred  much  needed  grave  sites. 

The  Highway  Building  (Horse  Barn)  has  been  removed,  together  with  the  two 
(2)  ramps  leading  to  it,  to  give  more  operating  room  within  the  yard.  This  building 
WGS  out-dated  as  to  use  by  modern  equipment  compared  to  "horse  drawn".  Also, 
the  facilities  were  old  and  not  of  sufficient  size  to  accommodate  the  present  men 
in  the  department.  Further,  it  would  have  been  too  costly  to  up-date  this  building 
for  present  needs. 

The  Sswer  Pump  Station  has  been  replaced  by  the  New  Treatment  Plant.  This 
building  will  be  used  in  the  future  when  and  if  secondary  treatment  facilities  are 
needed.  In  the  meantime,  it  will  be  used  as  needed  by  the  Public  Works  Department. 

The  Water  Shop  area  has  to  date  not  been  designated  for  any  particular  use. 
However,  many  suggestions  have  been  made  to  the  Board,  and  recommendations 
will  be  given  in  the  near  future. 

In  conclusion,  the  Public  Works  Department  after  twenty  years  has  finally 
achieved  another  goal  toward  efficient  operation. 

TREATMENT  PLANT 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  assigned  personnel  from  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment to  the  Treatment  Plant  for  instruction  in  operating  the  facility.

PUBLIC  WORKS  BUDGET 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  came  in  with  the  smallest  increase  (6%)  and  even 
less  (a  minus  4%)  if  the  cost  of  operating  the  new  Sewage  Plant  is  deleted,  for 
comparison  purposes  for  the  fiscal  year  July  1,  1974  -June  30,  1975.  The  Public 
Works  Department  will  continue  to  work  on  a  "productivity  factor"  to  keep  the 
Public  Works  Budget  at  a  minimum.

During  the  year  many  of  the  projects  in  the  Vinnin  Square  area,  which  had 
been  the  subject  of  discussions  and  controversies  over  the  post  few  years,  were 
started.  These  projects  included  two  (2)  large  multi-family  condominium  complexes. 
When  completed  these  complexes  will  include  approximately  480  dwelling  units. 
In  addition  to  these  units  there  are  269  apartm.snt  dwelling  units  at  Summit  Estates. 
Therefore,  when  all  of  these  complexes  are  completed  there  will  be  approximately 
750  new  living  units  in  this  one  concentrated  area.  The  current  economic  climate 
has  caused  a  re-assessment  of  the  completion  schedule  of  the  2  projects  for  which 
permits  were  issued  this  year  so  that  the  750  units  may  not  be  completed  for  some 
time  to  come. 

This  same  Vinnin  Square  area  was  the  locus  of  4  other  large  projects  this  year 
including  a  shopping  mall,  an  office  building,  a  liquor  store,  and  a  large  drug  store 
addition.  Inquiries  have  been  made  and  some  action  initiated  to  obtain  the  neces- 
sary permits  for  the  construction  of  a  restaurant,  theater,  and  bank  in  this  same 
general  area.  The  solution  to  some  of  the  problems  that  this  construction  surge  has 
caused  in  the  Vinnin  Square  area  may  be  more  apparent  now  that  development  is 
well  under  way  and  some  of  the  major  concerns  have  been  resolved.  I  refer  particu- 
larly to  the  completion  of  the  so-called  Hawthorne  Brook  Project,  drainage  of  the 
Vinnin  Square  area  was  one  of  the  major  concerns  of  most  of  the  town  boards.  Also 
during  the  past  year  a  new  water  standpipe  was  completed  and  the  new  sewerage 
treatment  plant  is  in  the  final  stages  of  completion. 

One  of  the  more  serious  problems  yet  to  be  resolved  is  the  traffic  flow  in  the 
Vinnin  Square  area  and  the  as  yet  unknown  factor  regarding  the  increased  number 
of  dwelling  units  in  town  is  the  impact  of  these  units  on  schools  and  other  municipal 
services  as  well  as  the  impact  of  these  dwelling  units  and  other  commercial  projects 
on  the  tax  rate  and  the  function  of  our  present  form  of  town  government. 

The  magnitude  of  development  and  the  short  time  period  during  which  the 
construction  has  taken  place  has  caused  considerable  difficulty  in  administering 
this  department.  The  type  and  occupancy  of  the  buildings  constructed  this  year  is 
quite  different  then  has  ever  been  undertaken  in  town.  It  would  seem  that  the  state 
in  general  has  been  experiencing  some  of  the  same  changes  in  the  magnitude,  scope, 
and  complexity  of  construction.  The  state  initiated  the  compilation  of  a  new  building 
code  which  will  become  the  common  building  code  for  all  cities  and  towns  within 
the  state;  that  code  will  become  effective  on  January  1,  1975.  That  state  code  will 
have  the  effect  of  standardizing  construction  procedures,  materials,  testing  inspec- 
tions, and  in  general  will  serve  as  a  uniform  code  and  guide  line  for  all  building 
departments  throughout  the  state.  Of  considerable  importance  to  each  city  and  town 
is  the  fact  that  each  municipality  will,  under  the  new  state  code,  be  responsible  for 
inspecting  and  certifying  eoch  building  within  its  limits  which  previously  was  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Safety.  This  added  responsibility 
for  the  municipalities  will  in  many  instances  require  a  re-organization  of  the  build- 
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ing  departments  and  result  in  increased  responsibility,  personnel,  and  over  all  budgets. 
In  order  to  prepare  the  various  local  inspectors  for  the  implementation  of  the  new 
code  classes  have  been  conducted  during  the  past  year  and  correspondence  regarding 
various  aspects  of  the  new  code  have  been  mailed  to  the  local  inspectors.  Further 
and  continued  schooling  for  each  local  inspector  will  be  required  by  the  state  code 
and  future  inspectors  as  well  as  builders  will  have  to  be  certified. 

During  the  next  few  years  I  would  expect  the  total  volume  of  construction 
in  town  to  decrease  somewhat  because  of  several  factors.  The  first  of  these  factors 
is  a  moratorium  on  multi-family  complexes  as  well  as  other  commercial  development 
which  was  voted  at  a  special  town  meeting  this  year.  Also,  the  general  economic 
climate,  added  restrictive  legislation  within  town  end  opposition  by  some  Town  Com- 
mittees and  special  interest  groups  will  be  a  factor.  Further  land  which  Is  zoned  for 
multi-family  complexes  and  commercial  projects,  in  general,  has  already  been  com- 
mitted to  use. 

As  has  been  the  trend  for  the  past  few  years,  there  were  a  considerable  number 
of  swimming  pools  installed  at  private  residences.  This  trend  may  be  slowed  some- 
what in  future  years  because  of  the  re-opening  of  the  town's  beaches  to  the  public 
and  because  of  a  recent  vote  in  a  special  town  meeting  to  acquire  beoch  front 
property  for  public  bathing  and  parking. 

The  so-called  New  Ocean  House  property  which  has  been  the  subject  of  con- 
siderable discussions  and  speculation  since  the  New  Ocean  House  was  destroyed 
by  fire  some  years  ago  appears  now  to  be  committed  to  use  for  single  family  dwelling 
units  as  well  as  for  public  parking  and  bathing. 

During  the  year  hearings  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  were  attended  and  meetings 
of  the  Building  Codes  Advisory  Committee  were  called.  Also  required  local,  state, 
and  national  reports  were  filed  and  the  finances  of  the  Department  were  accounted 
for. 

Finally  as  the  Town's  Fence  Viewer  and  Smoke  Inspector  all  inquiries  and  com- 
plaints were  investigated  and  appropriately  acted  upon.

At  the  elementary  level,  after  a  period  of  trial  and  development,  we  are  contin- 
uing to  expand  the  use  of  new  programs  in  social  studies,  science,  and  mathematics, 
and  the  preliminary  draft  of  a  new  English  Language  Arts  program  is  being  used  and 
evaluated  by  all  teachers. 

In  other  subject  areas,  the  elementary  art  program  continues  to  expose  all  pupils 
^■o  a  variety  of  materials  and  techniques  on  a  weekly  basis.  With  respect  to  music, 
the  number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  beginning  instrumental  classes  continues  to  show  an 
increase,  as  does  the  degree  of  accomplishment  demonstrated  by  the  pupils.  The 
third  grade  string  approach  to  the  teaching  of  music  is  beginning  to  show  results 
among  those  who  have  continued  to  develop  their  skills  in  the  upper  elementary 
grades  and  in  junior  high  school.  In  addition,  the  afternoon  sports  program  for 
elementary  age  youngsters  is  continuing  to  enjoy  a  wide  popularity. 

Elementary  classroom  programs  have  been  supplemented  on  a  broad  scale  by 
field  trips  to  local  centers  of  interest,  to  Boston  museums  and  other  institutions,  and 
to  more  distant  locales,  such  as  Plimoth  Plantation  in  Plymouth,  and  the  Stoneham 
Zoo.  The  talen's  of  visiting  performing  groups  and  the  pupils  themselves  have  also 
been  enlisted  in  a  number  of  concerts,  plays,  and  other  special  events  which  form  an 
integral  and  enjoyable  part  of  the  educational  process. 

At  the  junior  high  level,  the  principal  curriculum  innovation  this  year  has  been 
a  program  called  "Project  Outreach,"  which  uses  all  the  activities  connected  with 
construction  as  a  focus  for  the  teaching  of  a  variety  of  subject.  "Project  Outreach," 
which  is  designed  to  better  meet  the  needs  of  9th  grade  general  curriculum  pupils, 
involves  the  cooperative  planning  and  team  teaching  of  an  interdisciplinary  group  of 
instructors.  Students  are  given  an  opportunity  to  discover  for  themselves  the  relation- 
ships between  English,  social  studies,  math,  and  science  on  the  one  hand  and  such 
activities  as  labor  negotiations,  estimating  and  bidding,  and  actual  construction  on 
the  other.  The  program  also  serves  as  an  excellent  basis  for  the  exploration  of  career 
choices. 

In  connection  with  the  junior  high  Education  for  Living  program,  which  enjoys 
a  high  degree  of  popularity  among  students,  a  parental  component  has  been  initiated. 
This  takes  the  form  of  two  Parent  Effectiveness  Training  courses  for  Swampscott 
residents. 

The  current  grades  7  and  8  English  program  is  under  review,  with  special  atten- 
tion devoted  to  objectives,  the  choice  of  instructional  materials,  and  evaluation  tech- 
niques. Semester-length  elective  course  offerings  have  been  added  to  the  grades  7 
and  9  social  studies  curriculum,  and  in  grade  8  another  division  has  been  added  to 
the  course  which  teaches  U.S.  History  by  means  of  the  inquiry  and  inductive  approach. 

As  part  of  an  outdoor  science  program,  two  camping  trips,  each  lasting  for  sev- 
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eral  days,  were  conducted.  Further  development  of  lesson  plons  and  activities  for 
slow  learners  and  course  work  designed  to  improve  an  understanding  of  ecology  were 
amorvg  the  other  efforts  of  the  science  department  during  the  past  year. 

The  junior  high  music  program  has  mode  some  impressive  advances  during  the 
last  few  months.  The  band  now  enrolls  60  students  and  the  number  is  increasing,  due 
in  large  port  to  the  elementary  instrumental  program  begun  several  years  ago.  The 
teaching  of  music  has  been  strengthened  through  the  use  of  audio-visual  equipment, 
including  video  tape. 

The  physical  education  program  at  the  junior  high  now  includes  a  broad  variety 
of  intramural  sports,  encouraging  the  participation  of  all  students:  softball,  touch 
football,  basketball,  weight  training,  field  hockey,  track,  baseball,  etc.  Intramural 
track  in  particular  has  become  popular  among  girls.  A  cheerleading  clinic  involving 
90  girls  was  held,  and  generated  so  much  interest  that  it  may  well  become  an  annuo! 
affair. 

At  the  high  school,  most  departmen.s  hove  concentrated  on  the  task  of  imple- 
menting and  improving  programs  developed  in  the  preceding  years,  particularly  in 
the  area  of  semester-length  elective  courses.  (Almost  all  departments  now  offer  such 
courses.)  The  semester  elective  system  has  served  to  open  up  areas  of  the  curriculum 
formerly  closed  to  most  students.  It  has  proven  particularly  useful  in  encouraging 
enrollments  in  art,  business,  home  economics,  and  industrial  arts. 

All  students  have  been  exposed  to  the  Ccmpuler  in  connection  with  the  math 
curriculum.  The  recent  installation  of  our  own  up-to-date  Computer  should  signify 
a  greater  allocation  of  time  and  effort  to  this  area  in  the  future. 

Consistent  with  post  performance,  the  high  school  math  team  once  again  dis- 
tinguished itself  as  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Mathematics  League,  winning 
the  North  Shore  Division,  finishing  first  in  the  state  playoffs,  and  second  in  the  New 
England  tournament. 

Course  content  in  the  science  curriculum  has  undergone  some  revision.  Many 
of  the  laboratory  exercises  were  revised  to  better  meet  the  needs  of  students.  Twenty- 
five  students  took  scuba  diving  lessons,  and  of  these,  twenty  were  certified  as  quali- 
fied divers.  Forty  students  participated  in  a  marine  survey  of  Boston  Harbor,  the 
results  of  which  hove  been  published.  In  addition,  field  trips  were  conducted  to  the 
New  England  Aquarium,  the  Museum  of  Science,  WNAC-TV,  the  Boston  College 
Physics  and  Biology  Laboratories,  and  other  places  of  scientific  interest. 

With  regard  to  foreign  languages,  it  may  be  noted  that  this  is  the  first  year  in 
which  more  students  have  been  enrolled  in  Spanish  than  in  French,  a  trend  which  is 
consistent  with  the  nationwide  pattern.  Our  dwindling  enrollment  in  Latin  also  reflects 
what  is  happening  elsewhere.  However,  the  enthusiasm  of  the  students  and  the 
quality  of  the  instruction  compensate  somewhat  for  this  decline  in  numbers. 

Course  offerings  in  art  have  been  completely  redesigned  this  year,  with  con- 
centration on  the  in-depth  study  of  such  subjects  as  sculpture,  drawing,  and  painting. 
As  much  as  a  full  year  may  now  be  devoted  to  each  of  these  subjects.  Courses  in  art, 
history,  and  crafts  have  been  added  to  broaden  the  art  curriculum. 

In  the  area  of  music,  the  stage  band  has  developed  into  a  competent  performing 
organization,  and  the  marching  band  is  attracting  an  increasing  number  of  partici- 
pants. The  study  of  electronic  music  continues  to  interest  students  bolh  as  a  formal 
course  and  as  a  leisure  activity  during  unscheduled  time. 
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The  business  department  is  now  undertaking  a  major  revision  and  updating  of 
Its  course  offerings  so  as  to  provide  as  many  students  as  possible  wiih  some  degree 
of  career  training.  The  cooperation  of  the  mathematics  department  will  be  utilized 
to  develop  a  joint  program  in  the  business  applications  of  computer  science.  The  pro- 
gram will  also  incorporate  a  greater  use  of  community  resources  so  as  to  provide 
students  with  some  exposure  to  the  business  world. 

The  industrial  arts  department  completed  a  new  course  of  study  this  year. 
Since  the  introduction  of  semester-length  courses,  enrollmsnt  has  about  doubled,  with 
many  college  oriented  students  now  participating.  The  general  shop  area  was  reor- 
ganized to  provide  for  more  favorable  working  conditions;  the  relocation  of  the 
electronics  lab  permitted  the  expansion  of  the  automotive  and  metalworking  areas. 

There  continues  to  be  an  expansion  of  physical  education  activities  at  the  high 
school.  For  example,  after  three  intramural  seasons  soccer  has  become  a  varsity 
sport.  Moreover,  the  passage  of  a  state  law  (Chapter  622)  mandating  equal  educa- 
tional opportunities  for  boys  and  girls  alike  has  stimulated  a  greater  emphasis  on 
girls'  activities.  Girls'  track  has  been  elevated  to  the  status  of  a  spring  varsity  sport. 
Girls'  indoor  track  and  cross-country  intramurals  were  conducted  during  1974  and 
it  is  probable  that  one  or  both  of  these  activities  will  also  become  varsity  sports.  In 
addition,  coed  intramurals  have  been  instituted,  involving  volleyball  and  jogging. 

1:  deserves  mention  that  the  interscholastic  sports  teams  which  represent  Swomp- 
scott  have  as  usual  performed  at  a  level  well  above  what  would  normally  be  expected 
of  a  school  of  our  size.  The  frequency  with  which  these  teams — both  boys'  and  girls' 
— have  garnered  conference  championships  in  their  respective  sports  during  the  last 
few  years  is  a  tribute  to  the  participants,  their  instructors  and  coaches. 

SCHOOL  BUILDINGS 

This  year  the  focus  of  activity  with  respect  to  school  buildings  has  been  the 
planning  for  the  addition  to  the  Shaw  Junior  High  and  the  conversion  of  the  Shaw 
to  a  four-year  high  school.  Although  the  primary  responsibility  for  planning  has  rested 
with  the  School  Building  Needs  Committee  and  Its  successor,  the  School  Building 
Committee,  school  officials  hove  necessarily  devoted  a  substantial  part  of  their  time 
and  attention  to  this  project.  The  School  Committee,  as  well  as  the  school  adminis- 
tration and  staff,  have  played  a  key  role  in  the  development  of  the  Shaw  conversion 
plan,  providing  much  of  the  essential  data  required  to  determine  the  scope  of  the 
need  for  additional  high  school  space  and  how  that  need  could  best  be  satisfied.  The 
successful  conclusion  of  these  and  related  efforts  on  the  port  of  all  concerned  should 
guarantee  the  town  on  up-to-date  building  which  can  meet  curriculum  and  enroll- 
ment needs  into  the  foreseeable  future  and  which  will  ensure  the  retention  of  the 
high  school's  accreditation. 

Otherwise,  the  most  significant  change  in  the  physical  plant  took  place  at  the 
Hadley  School.  The  large  room  In  the  basement  of  the  Hodley  Annex  has  been  color- 
fully painted  and  renovated  Into  an  attractive  cafeteria/all-purpose  room.  This  Im- 
provement means  that  henceforth  pupils  will  not  have  to  eat  their  lunches  In  the  ' 
classroom. 

Enrollment  pressures  continue  to  require  the  leasing  of  the  new  classroom  build- 
ing of  the  former  St.  John's  parochial  school,  located  conveniently  close  to  the 
Hadley.  During  the  past  year  this  temporary  annex  has  housed  four  first  grade  and 
three  kindergarten  classes. 
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At  the  Stanley  School,  conditions  hove  permitted  the  relocotion  of  the  class 
formerly  located  in  a  port  of  the  auditorium  to  o  regular  classroom.  The  vacated 
space  is  now  used  for  the  operation  of  the  resource  center. 

At  the  junior  high  school,  it  was  necessary  to  renovate  the  music  prociice  room 
to  accommodate  ths  needs  of  pupils  with  learning  difficulties,  as  mandated  by  the 
new  sta  e  law.  Chapter  766.  At  the  high  school,  the  electronics  lab  was  moved  out 
of  the  general  shop  area  into  a  more  suitable  nearby  room  which  had  been  renovated 
by  th3  students  themselves,  at  a  considerable  savings  to  the  town.  In  addition,  some 
minor  remodeling  work  was  carried  out  so  as  to  make  a  classroom  suitable  for  the 
housing  of  the  school  computer. 

SERVICES 

1.  PuprI  Personnel  Services 

Elementary:  The  implementation  of  Chapter  766  has  hod  a  major  impact  at 
the  elementary  level,  especially  in  areas  such  as  kindergarten  entry  screening,  con- 
ducted last  spring;  parent  involvement  in  the  development  of  educational  plans  for 
children  with  special  needs;  weekly  coordination  and  consultation  among  specialists 
and  classroom  teachers;  the  development  of  resource  rooms  at  Hodley  and  Stanley 
Schools;  the  integra  ion  of  special  needs  students  into  regular  clossrooms;  develop- 
ment of  individualized,  diagnostic  prescriptions  for  students;  psychological  evaluations 
conducted  by  our  own  clinical  psychologist;  after-school  life  skills  groups  for  special 
nseds  students  conducted  by  guidance  counselors  and  teachers;  a  parent  discussion 
group  conducted  by  a  social  worker. 

In-service  training  for  teachers  has  also  been  provided  in  Behavior  Manage- 
ment, Teacher  Effectiveness  Training,  Red  Cross  Safety,  and  Affective  Education. 

A  Health  Education  program  has  been  implemented  in  each  of  the  elementary 
schools  based  on  the  Massachusetts  State  Department  Curriculum  Guide.  The  four 
major  components  are  Physical  Health,  Mental  and  Social  Health,  Consumer  and 
Environmental  Health,  and  Safe  Living. 

Shaw  Junior  High  School:  A  resource  room  has  been  established  in  order  to 
facilitate  the  implementation  of  Chapter  766.  This  more  flexible  arrangement  per- 
mits us  to  service  a  greater  number  of  special  needs  students  and  also  provides  more 
time  for  specialists  to  consult  with  classroom  teachers. 

The  Shaw  Core  Evaluation  Team  (a  group  of  teachers,  administrators,  and  spe- 
cialists) meets  on  a  weekly  basis  in  order  to  process  requests  for  evaluations  and  to 
provide  specific  educotional  plans  for  each  student  with  special  needs. 

Swampscott  High  School:  At  the  high  school,  the  School  Department  has  em- 
ployed a  special  needs  teacher  who  is  now  serving  special  needs  students,  primarily 
in  the  area  of  learning  disabilities.  The  specialist  also  provides  educational  assess- 
ments and  consultation  with  classroom  teachers. 

We  have  also  provided  a  resource  room  which,  given  adequate  staffing,  can 
provide  assistance  to  any  high  school  students  with  special  needs. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Education  for  Living  Project  Director  ond  Open  Campus 
Coordinator,  various  programs  were  offered  to  students  in  areas  of  Human  Reproduc- 
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tion.  Venereal  Diseases,  Family  Planning,  Teenaga  Pregnancy,  and  a  Communication 
in  Marriage  mini-course  taught  by  a  social  worker  from  Family  &  Children's  Service 
of  Greaier  Lynn. 

Alternative  Education  programs  for  high  school  students  have  been  expanded. 
Twenty-seven  students  are  also  attending  the  North  Shore  Interim  Vocational  Edu- 
cation program,  spending  half  a  day  at  the  high  school  for  academic  subjects  and 
the  other  half  at  several  locations  studying  Auto  Mechanics,  Carpentry-Masonry, 
Cosemtology,  and  Nurses  Aide-Orderly. 

North  Shore  Special  Education  Consortium:  In  addition  to  the  services  pro- 
vided within  the  Swampscott  Public  Schools,  Swampscott  has  also  become  a  member 
of  the  North  Shore  Special  Education  Consortium,  which  was  formed  in  1974  in 
order  to  more  fully  implement  the  provisions  of  Chapter  766.  Other  member  com- 
munities are  Salem,  Peabody,  Marblehead,  Beverly,  Danvers,  Middleton,  Topsfield, 
and  Boxford. 

Programs  available  to  Swampscott  students  within  the  Consortium  are:  sub- 
stantially separate  classes  within  public  schools  for  the  severely  developmentally 
disabled;  prevocational,  work-study  and  workshop  placements  for  the  severely  de- 
velopmentally disabled;  a  Consorlium  mini-school  system  for  children  with  severe 
behavioral  disorders  and  classes  for  the  physically  handicapped.  The  North  Shore 
Special  Education  Consortium  also  provides  an  itinerant  teacher  program  for  the 
blind,  the  deaf,  and  the  students  requiring  physical  therapy. 

2.  Open  Campus  Program 

The  Open  Campus  program  was  revised  as  a  result  of  recommendations  made 
by  the  Evaluation  and  Development  Committee  and  accepted  by  the  School  Commit- 
tee. The  X  Period,  where  all  students  and  staff  were  unassigned,  was  replaced  with  a 
period  where  one-third  of  Ihe  students  and  staff  are  assigned  to  classes  and  the 
remainder  free  to  participate  in  activities  or  have  lunch.  A  continuous  lunch  serving 
over  a  two-hour  period  replaced  the  assigned  lunch  blocks.  It  was  noted  that  the 
change  from  mandatory  to  voluntary  participation  in  Open  Campus  activities  by 
students  and  staff  has  resulted  in  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  mini-courses  and 
special  programs. 

CONCLUSION 

I  wish  to  commend  and  to  thank  the  School  Committee  for  their  support  In 
making  qua'ity  education  available  to  all  students.  Their  concern  and  dedication,  as 
well  as  their  experience  and  knowledge  of  the  community,  eventually  lead  to  wiser 
decisions  which  is  always  an  inspiration  to  me. 

A  special  note  of  gratitude  to  the  School  Building  Commitiee  for  their  efforts 
in  bringing  about  the  realization  of  the  new  high  school  expansion  program. 

I  also  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  staff,  parents,  students,  and 
other  residents  for  their  fine  cooperaion  during  the  year. 

In  conclusion,  as  I  have  indicated  in  the  past,  "We  are  constantly  searching  for 
ways  of  improving  the  educational  environment  of  our  children  through  every  avail- 
able means  at  our  disposal.  We  would  be  most  happy  to  accept  your  suggestions  in 
helping  us  reach  our  goal — the  best  possible  education  Swampscott  can  afford."

The  Committee  authorized  under  Chapter  40,  Sections  44A  and  B,  and  created 
by  Article  43,  of  the  1971  Town  Meeting,  has  made  a  report  at  each  subsequent 
Town  Meeting  and  feels  that  a  report  on  such  an  important  and  pressing  issue  is 
necessary. 

The  Regional  Planning  Committee  of  Metropolitan  Lynn  devised  a  scheme 
whereby  solid  waste  would  be  used  as  a  fuel  to  generate  steam,  and  General  Electric 
in  Lynn  was  to  be  the  steam  customer. 

Existing  legislation  at  that  time  did  not  allow  for  Regional  Refuse  Districts  to 
sell  steam  to  private  industry.  By  the  time  the  Council  amended  the  legislation  and 
was  in  a  position  to  receive  firm  proposals  from  the  industry  to  build  and  operate 
the  regional  facility,  the  General  Electric  had  signed  a  letter  of  intent  to  purchase 
steam  from  DeMatteo.  Mr.  Martin  DeMatteo  is  now  building  the  plant  and  it  will  be 
on  line  by  1975. 

The  Greater  Lynn  Refuse  Committee  joined  a  Solid  Waste  Committee  operating 
from  Beverly  and  formed  the  South  Essex  Solid  Waste  Council  consisting  of:  Lynn, 
Nahant,  Lynnfield,  Salem,  Beverly,  Peabody,  Middleton,  Danvers,  Marblehead,  Man- 
chester, Gloucester,  Rockport,  Essex  and  Hamilton. 

At  present  we  have  an  engineering  firm  of  C.  E.  McGuire  evaluating  the  sani- 
tary landfill  site  of  Peabody  as  the  proposed  site  for  our  regional  refuse  plant. 

We,  as  a  Council,  are  negotiating  with  Aenco,  a  firm  from  New  Castle  County, 
Newark,  Delaware.  Their  company  owns  and  operates  a  resource  recovery  plant  that 
shreds  the  materials  and  salvages  metals,  paper  and  cardboard. 

Aenco  was  recently  purchased  by  Cargill,  Inc.,  of  Minneapolis,  Minnesota,  one 
of  the  nation's  leading  handlers  and  processors  of  farm  products  with  sales  in  1973 
of  $5,336,912.00. 

First  of  Boston  Corporation,  our  financial  advisi^rs,  and  Palmer  Dodge,  our  bond 
counsel,  have  indicated  that  the  Aenco  Cargill  Corp.,  can  build  and  operate  a  solid 
waste  plant;  and  C.  E.  McGuire,  our  engineering  consultants,  confirm  that  the  present 
operating  plant  and  the  proposed  plant  is  a  good  sound  engineering  project. 

Legislation  establishing  a  limited  Solid  Waste  District  has  been  submitted, 
changes  will  be  made  and  Town  Meeting  action  will  be  requested  on  it's  final  form. 
A  long  term  contract  with  AENCO  is  being  negotiated  now.  When  this  document  is 
finalized.  Town  Meeting  approval  will  be  requested. 

A  regional  transfer  station  is  being  discussed  at  present,  when  details  are  final- 
ized. Town  Meeting  action  will  be  requested.

The  Board  of  Health  received  164  death  certificates  of  Swampscott  residents 
resulting  in  a  crude  death  rate  of  1  1 .7  per  1,000.  Last  year  there  were  164  Swamp- 
scott deaths.  The  average  age  at  death  was  66.3  this  year  and  the  five  year  average 
was  72.3. 

There  were  89  births  of  which  5  were  premature.  The  declining  births  for  the 
last  6  years  were  1973,  89;  1972,  114;  1971,  119;  1970,  140;  1969,  156. 

Disease  of  the  Heart  remains  the  main  cause  of  death  with  107,  followed  by 
Cancer  21,  Geneto  Urinary  13,  Respiratory  System  11,  Gastro-lntestinal  6,  and  Ac- 
cidental Deaths  6.

Interesting  to  note  that  the  one  case  of  Tuberculosis  was  a  reactivation  of  an 
earlier  illness.  Tuberculosis  has  not  been  eliminated  yet. 


An  observation  of  our  Communicable  Disease  statistics  for  this  year  reveals 
nothing  striking.  It  appears  that  a  drop  occurs  in  the  number  of  Strep.  Throats  for 
the  last  2  years — rather  the  State  Laboratory  discontinued  laboratory  service,  there- 
fore a  drop  in  statistics  above,  the  actual  number  being  unknown. 

The  Board  of  Health  members  and  employees  held  a  Retirement  Testimonial  for 
Mrs.  Sylvia  Mansfield,  R.N.,  who  retired  July  31,  1974,  having  worked  24  years  for 
the  Visting  Nurse  Association  and  23  years  for  the  Board  of  Health  of  Swampscott. 
All  told  47  years  were  spent  in  the  Town  of  Swampscott.  We  all  wish  Mrs.  Mansfield 
o  happy,  well  deserved,  retirement. 

The  Board  of  Health  Well  Child  Clinic  held  at  the  First  Church  in  Swampscott 
Congregational  was  held  on  the  last  Tuesday  morning  of  every  month.  Dr.  Albert  A. 
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Brown  Is  the  attending  physician,  Mrs.  Sylvia  Mansfield  is  our  Public  Health  Nurse, 
and  the  volunteers  are  Mrs.  Nelson  Darling,  Mrs.  Robert  Mclnerney  and  Mrs.  Vincent 
O'Brien.  Parents  of  pre-school  children  are  urged  to  attend  this  clinic. 

The  Tuberculosis  tesjng  program  was  conducted  for  192  students  and  Grade  X 
at  the  Show  Junior  High  and  25  school  enterees,  all  having  negative  tests. 

154  Teachers  and  School  personnel  were  tuberculin  tested  for  recertification. 

Diphtheria  Tetanus  Immunizations  were  given  in  the  Elementary  Schools  grades 
VI  and  the  Swampscott  High  School  Grade  XI. 

The  School  Health  program  was  conducted  at  the  Hillel  Academy — a  total  of 
118  pupils,  Kindergarten  through  Grade  VIII  inclusive,  were  Vision  Tested,  Hearing 
Tested  as  well  as  immunizations,  dental   inspections  and  counseling  given  where 
needed. 

The  Dental  Program  consisted  of  dental  inspections  twice  a  year  by  Drs.  Charles 
Lynch,  Paul  McNeil  and  Clement  Schoenbeck  in  all  elementary  schools.  Defect  notices 
with  return  action  cards  were  mailed  to  every  parent. 

Bacteria  and  Sanitary  Surveys  were  made  of  all  bathing  beaches.  Fishermens' 
Beach  was  opened  as  a  result  of  the  Water  Pollution  Control  Plant  being  put  into 
operation  early  this  spring.  All  Beaches  were  well  within  the  allowable  limits.  The 
clam  beds  are  still  closed.  It  is  hoped  that  next  year  sufficient  evidence  by  way  of 
bacteria  testing  can  be  presented  to  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  to  re- 
evaluate their  Clam  Flat  Closure  Notice  of  several  years  ago. 

We  are  getting  closer  to  a  regional  solution  for  our  Solid  Waste  problems.  South 
Essex  Solid  Waste  Council  has  been  meeting  for  about  2  years.  Regional  Legislation 
and  a  long  term  contract  with  AENCO  who  will  build  and  operate  the  Regional  Plant 
will  be  presented  to  Town  meeting  this  year.  As  these  documents  are  not  now  final- 
ized, no  recommendation  is  given.  We  are  also  planning  a  tri-municipal  transfer 
station  using  the  Salem  incinerator  site  and  having  Salem,  Marblehead  and  Swamp- 
scott use  it  as  an  interim  solution. 

The  Rabies  Clinic  was  conducted  for  the  54th  year.  526  of  the  1018  licensed 
dogs  were  inoculated  against  rabies  by  Arthur  A.  Barry,  D.V.M.,  our  Veterinarian  and 
Animal  Inspector.  Also  109  dogs  were  inoculated  privately.  There  were  52  animal 
bites  this  year,  45  dogs,  5  cats,  1  pony  and  1  hamster.  Dr.  Barry  quarantined  33 
dogs.  These  dogs  were  quarantined  for  1 0  days  according  to  the  laws  relating  to 
dog-bites. 

Board  of  Public  Works  continues  to  install  sewerage  drainage  according  to  need 
in  unsewered  areas. 

A  Recycling  Program  was  conducted  for  6  months  this  year  and  then  stopped. 
We  were  collecting  approximately  30  tons  of  Newspapers,  resale  value  $2.00  per  ton 
or  $60.00.  It  was  costing  the  Town  $1,025.00  for  collection.  The  financial  loss  could 
not  be  tolerated  and  the  program  was  discontinued. 

Mosquito  and  Noxious  Weed  program  had  a  busy  time  this  year.  An  additional 
helper  was  added  to  the  program  to  increase  mobility  and  obtain  greater  efficiencies 
from  our  equipment.  Adult  and  larvae  control  of  breeding  areas  as  well  as  yards, 
playgrounds,  parks,  were  controlled  by  both  spray  and  fog  equipment.  Citizens  should 
call  for  complaints  or  service. 
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There  were  288  Plumbing  Permits  and  233  Gas  Permits.  Inspections  were  made 
by  Mr.  James  J.  McCarriston,  Plumbing  and  Gas  Inspector  in  accord  with  current 
lows. 

The  Board  of  Health  in  co-operation  with  the  Meals  on  Wheels  Committee  are 
jointly  conducting  a  Meals  program  to  Senior  Citizens  and  persons  incapacitated, 
delivering  meals  prepared  by  the  School  Department  for  Senior  Citizens  on  Monday," 
Wednesday  and  Friday.  On  Tuesday  and  Thursday  the  meals  are  prepared  by  Ron- 
nie's Lunch.  Special  diets  are  prepared  by  a  Nursing  Home.  At  present  the  program 
is  entirely  privately  funded  and  there  is  a  small  charge  for  the  meals. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  various  Citizens,  Committees,  Boards  and  Departments 
for  their  assistance  and  cooperation  throughout  the  year.

NORTH  SHORE  REGIONAL 
VOCATIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 
COMMITTEE 

JOSEPH  P.  HOWARD,  Chairman 

In  its  second  year  of  operation,  the  North  Shore  Regional  Vocational  School 
District  enjoyed  victories  and  also  suffered  a  major  defeat.  Determined  not  to  deprive 
those  seeking  vocational  education,  while  we  were  planning  and  building,  we  ex- 
panded the  Interim  Program.  This  program  was  well  received  in  Swampscott  where 
we  exceeded  our  quota  and  sent  26  students.  Mr.  Anthony,  Superintendent-Director 
of  the  Regional  District,  has  publicly  praised  our  students  as  exemplary,  no  nonsense, 
young  men  and  women.  Mr.  Kenneth  Martin  of  the  Guidance  Department  at  the 
High  School  has  been  most  zealous  in  recruiting  and  in  monitoring  their  progress.  Our 
young  people  while  acquiring  marketable  skills,  are  bringing  praise  to  themselves, 
parents.  School  Department  and  our  Town. 

Our  defear  was  in  the  bonding  referendum  for  a  new  school.  We  fell  victim  to 
inflationary  fears,  district  wide,  although  in  our  town  it  passed  by  a  3  to  1  majority. 
After  this  defeat,  the  Committee,  following  my  suggestions,  decided  to:  (1)  Expand 
the  Interim  Program  (allowing  20  seats  for  Swampscott  next  September);  (2)  Work 
toward  acquisition  of  the  LFE  site  in  Danvers,  which  with  its  existing  building,  would 
I  constitute  one-fourth  of  the  school  as  originally  planned  for  the  site.  This  modular 
j  app'-oach,  while  slower,  will  allow  us  to  consolidate  our  gains  and  grow  gradually 
'  with  a  weather  eye  on  the  financial  and  employment  picture. 

I  Swampscott's  portion  of  the  District  budget  last  year  was  $28,128,  of  which 

I  $4,889  was  returned  to  the  Town  as  surplus  revenue  (net  cost  less  than  $24,000). 
!  Despite  the  doubling  of  the  Interim  Program  this  year,  our  assessment  won't  increase 
much  because  last  year's  reimbursements  are  beginning  to  come  in  to  offset  the 
added  costs  (gross  budget  increase  8.8%.) 

After  the  gloom  following  the  referendum  defeat,  Swampscott's  vocational  pic- 
ture seems  promising  because  some  communities  do  not  use  their  full  quota  in  the 
Interim  Program.  In  view  of  the  enthusiasm  in  our  town,  I  feel  sure  that  our  students 
will  fill  some  of  these  empty  seats,  to  a  total  of  50  or  more  seats.

The  Finance  Committee  approved  three  articles  for  the  Town  Warrant  which 
allowed  for  some  necessary  improvements  and  replacement  of  old  equipment.  Two  of 
these  ar.icles  were  complete  at  the  end  of  the  year:  separate  zoned  baseboard  heat- 
ing for  the  upstairs  room,  and  modern  periodical  display  and  storage  shelving  for 
magazines  and  newspapers  which  allowed  the  library  to  add  many  new  titles  to  its 
collection.  The  third  item,  a  new  card  catalog  cabiner,  was  ordered  in  1974,  but  will 
not  be  delivered  until  early  in  1975. 

The  library  had  its  busiest  year  ever,  with  an  overall  increase  in  use  by  the 
public.  Since  last  year  (1973),  our  average  monthly  attendance  has  increased  by  407 
and  our  circulation  is  up  352  items  per  month.  Our  total  attendance  for  the  year 
was  64,391  or  4,881  over  1973,  and  circulation  of  printed  materials  was  96,272  or 
4,220  over  the  1973  totals. 

Swampscott  Public  Library  borrowed  more  than  1,100  books  and  records,  both 
adult  and  children's  room,  from  the  Eastern  Mass.  Regional  Library  System  Book- 
mobile which  added  over  3,700  circulalions  to  our  grand  total.  The  library  borrowed 
through  Inter-library  loan  from  local  libraries  49  books  and  from  the  Eastern  Region, 
59  books  which  patrons  had  requested. 

During  1974,  ten  groups  used  the  library's  services  to  order  their  films,  twice 
03  many  as  last  year,  and  half  of  the  groups  showed  their  films  in  the  library.  Over 
400  films  were  shown,  with  over  3,500  people  viewing  them.  Again,  there  has  been 
a  marked  increase  in  interest  in  this  area  of  the  library's  services.  Our  special  thanks 
go  to  Mr.  Sam  Levy  who,  for  almost  three  years,  has  volunteered  his  time  and  skills 
to  run  the  film  projector  for  our  Wednesday  afternoon  film  program. 

In  1974  an  extremely  successful  Pre-School  Activities  program  began  in  the 
Children's  Room,  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  Priscilla  Papertsian,  Children's  Li- 
brarian, with  the  help  of  Mrs.  Moxine  Sugarman.  The  program  generated  so  much 
response  that  it  became  necessary  to  conduct  two  separate  sessions  of  20  children  per 
group  to  accommodate  as  many  as  possible.  This  program  is  held  on  Thursday 
mornings,  and  will  continue  indefinitely. 

The  Friends  of  the  Swampscott  Public  Library,  with  Mrs.  Margaret  DiGiulio  as 
President,  continue  to  aid  the  library  in  various  capacities.  An  evening  reception 
was  held  in  May  for  all  staff.  Trustees,  and  volunteers,  including  those  of  the  VITA 
program.  In  October,  ihe  Friends  gave  a  tea  for  all  the  Town  Librarians,  including 
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those  of  the  Public  Library  and  those  of  the  school  system.  In  addition,  the  Friends 
once  again  sponsored  the  VITA  program  at  the  library  whose  volunteers  were 
trained  at  the  library  and  helped  many  townspeople  in  preparing  their  income  tax 
returns. 

In  September  a  very  successful  book  sale  was  held  by  the  Friends  during  which 
almost  $500.00  was  realized.  From  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  the  Friends  purchased 
magazine  covers,  a  permanently  installed  movie  screen  for  the  Auditorium,  and  stereo 
phonograph  components  for  the  Children's  Room.  Townspeople  continue  to  generously 
contribute,  on  a  year  round  basis,  items  for  the  next  book  sale.  Since  February,  the 
sale  of  paperbacks  has  become  a  continuous  feature  in  the  adulf  room. 

In  May  two  new  tables  and  umbrellas  for  outdoor  use  on  the  patio  were  pur- 
chased by  the  Trustees  from  private  fund  money. 

The  library  continues  to  enjoy  the  volunteer  services  of  Mrs.  Barbara  Wermuth 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  audio  collection,  including  the  beginnings  of  a  cassette- 
tape  program  in  1974.  A  collection  of  Early  American  Music  recordings  and  books 
was  begun  as  part  of  the  Bicentennial  celebration.  Many  new  records  and  cassettes 
have  been  added  to  the  collection,  and  the  library  now  has  portable  player-recorders 
that  can  be  borrowed  for  home  use. 

Our  thanks  go,  also,  to  all  of  the  volunteers  who  have  donated  many  hours  of 
their  time:  Mrs.  Sally  Appel,  Mrs.  Barbara  Chambers,  Mrs.  Mary  Hamilton,  Mrs. 
Harriet  Stiles,  Mrs.  Doris  Feldman  and  Mrs.  Joan  Popeo,  along  with  several  high 
school  students  who  have  volunteered  their  services  in  the  Children's  Room. 

Many  people  donated  gifts  of  puzzles,  records  and  books  during  the  year  in- 
cluding generous  annual  gifts  from  the  Temple  Israel  Sisterhood,  the  Upper  Swamp- 
scott  Improvement  Association  and  the  Lion's  Club  which  donated  large-print  books. 
Mr.  Harold  Norton,  Mr.  Chester  Brown,  Mrs.  Helen  Toochin  and  Mr.  William  Car- 
penter were  among  the  many  individual  donors. 

Memorial  books  were  received  in  memory  of  Ruth  R.  Blodgett,  Ashley  W.  Rice, 
Harold  P.  Willett,  Mrs.  Lena  Zuchero,  R.  Loren  Graham,  and  Albert  W.  Lalime. 

Among  the  twenty-nine  local  groups  using  the  auditorium,  children's  room  and 
the  upstairs  room  facilities,  were  the  Little  League,  VITA,  League  of  Women  Voters, 
Friends  of  the  Library,  Swampscott  Theatre  Company,  and  both  the  Student's  and 
North  Shore  International  Meditation  Society. 

The  Swampscott  Library  was  represented  by  staff  at  professional  meetings  dur- 
ing the  year,  including  New  England  Library  Association,  Mass.  Library  Association, 
Essex  County  Cooperating  Libraries  and  Eastern  Regional  meetings.  In  addition,  the 
Head  Librarian  attended  the  annual  American  Library  Association  conference  in  New 
York  City  in  early  July. 

We  close  with  our  thanks  to  the  Library  Director,  Ms.  Duplaix,  the  regular  staff 
members  and  part  time  help,  including  high  school  pages  and  the  ever  reliable 
assistance  of  Mr.  Angelo  Losano.  And  we  thank  our  patrons,  the  citizens  of  Swamp- 
scott. 
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FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


WILLIAM  R.  HYDE,  Chief 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Fire  Chief  for  the  year  1974: 
During  the  year  1974,  this  department  answered  a  total  of  947  calls.  Of  these 
calls  55  were  building  fires,  29  were  traffic  accidents,  30  were  medical  aids.  The 
remainder  of  these  calls  included  lockouts,  false  alarms,  mutual  aid  runs,  details 
and  etc. 2  We  inspected  and  issued  43  permits  for  oil  burners. 

APPARATUS 

The  apparatus  of  this  department  is  in  fair  condition.  The  necessary  repairs 
were  made  as  needed  to  keep  our  apparatus  in  running  order.  At  our  last  town 
meeting  I  requested  and  received  permission  to  purchase  two  new  one  thousand 
gallons  per  minute  pumpers.  These  new  pumpers  are  due  to  arrive  sometime  in 
June  or  July  of  1975.  The  decision  of  the  Town  Meeting  to  purchase  these  pumpers 
was  an  excellent  one  and  one  of  which  I  am  most  grateful.  These  new  pumpers 
will  increase  the  efficiency  of  this  department  one  hundred  per  cent,  but  above  all 
will  add  more  to  the  safety  of  all  town  residents  and  their  property.  I  wish  to  extend 
my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  who  have  worked  very  close  with 
me  this  year,  the  finance  committee,  the  town  meeting  members,  and  all  the  citizens 
of  Swampscott  for  their  cooperation  with  me  and  my  department  in  this  first  year 
as  Chief. 

FIRE  DRILLS  AND  INSPECTIONS 

Fire  drills  were  conducted  at  all  schools  during  the  year  1974.  These  drills 
were  conducted  in  an  orderly  and  efficient  manner  and  credit  is  deserved  by  the 
faculty  who  supervise  these  students.  All  mercantile,  public  buildings,  business 
buildings  and  other  buildings  permitted  by  law  were  inspected.  Inspection  of  property 
is  a  valuable  branch  of  the  fire  service,  and  we  of  the  fire  service  are  more  than 
happy  to  do  our  part  in  this  most  important  work.  Citizens  of  Swampscott  are  urged 
to  contact  their  fire  department  for  suggestions  on  fire  prevention  and  fire  safety. 
The  number  to  call  is  595-4050. 

FIRE  ALARM  SYSTEM 

During  the  year  1974,  the  fire  alarm  system  was  accorded  regular  maintenance 
and  necessary  repairs  were  performed  to  help  keep  it  in  good  running  condition. 
At  the  1974  Town  Meeting  money  was  appropriated  to  update  our  present  system. 
Work  has  already  begun  on  the  system,  and  should  be  completed  sometime  in 
February.  When  finished  the  heart  of  the  fire  alarm  system  will  be  located  and 
maintained  at  the  Headquarters  Station  on  Burrill  Street.  One  of  the  most  important 
features  of  the  new  system  will  be  the  recording  unit,  which  will  allow  us  to  record 
and  play  back  at  any  time  all  radio  messages,  and  also  phone  calls  from  the  emer- 
gency phone.  There  is  however  additional  work  that  will  have  to  be  done  on  the 
overhead  fire  alarm  wires  in  all  of  the  streets  throughout  town.  We  will  try  to 
toke  care  of  this  problem  on  a  gradual  basis  during  the  next  few  years.  Again  I 
want  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  finance  committee,  and  the  town  meeting 
members  for  their  understanding  of  the  town's  need  in  this  most  important  part 
of  the  Fire  Department. 
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PERSONNEL 

The  personnel  has  remained  the  same  over  the  past  year  with  the  exception  of 
two  resignations.  Pvt.  John  Champion  resigned  to  accept  a  position  in  his  field  of 
schooling,  and  Pvt.  Neil  Rossman  resigned  to  enter  the  practice  of  law. 

ATLANTIC  #1  HANDTUB 

The  Atlantic  Number  1  attended  eight  league  musters.  The  location  of  these 
musters  were:  East  Greenwich,  Rhode  Island;  Bath,  Maine;  New  Market,  New  Hamp- 
shire; New  Hackensok,  New  York;  Boston,  Massachusetts;  Newbury,  Massachusetts; 
Pepperell,  Massachusetts,  and  Holliston,  Massachusetts.  Total  prize  money  amounted 
to  twelve  hundred  dollars,  plus  several  other  prizes.  The  Atlantic  finished  in  second 
place  in  the  Class  B  Division.  The  Officers  and  men  of  the  Atlantic  appreciate  the 
support  shown  to  them  during  the  year  1974. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

I  recommend  that  additional  personnel  be  appointed  to  the  department. 
I  recommend  the  installation  of  additional  hydrants  in  areas  where  protection 
is  deficient. 

I  recommend  the  replacing  of  overhead  fire  alarm  wires  where  needed  through- 
out the  town. 

I  recommend  the  replacing  of  fire  alarm  boxes  throughout  the  town  where 
needed. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  finance 
committee,  town  members,  auxiliary  fire  department,  to  all  town  departments,  and 
especially  to  the  officers  and  men  of  my  own  department  for  their  cooperation 
during  the  year  1974. 


FOREST  WARDEN 

WILLIAM  R.  HYDE 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Forest  Warden  for  the  year  1974. 

During  the  year  1974,  thirty-three  (33)  burning  permits  were  issued  to  resi- 
dents of  Swampscott.  This  was  done  in  accordance  with  the  law  which  allows  burning 
during  the  period  March  15  thru  April  15,  1974,  and  March  15  thru  April  15,  1975. 
This  burning  to  consist  of  the  open  burning  of  products  of  open  space  land  hus- 
bandry and  management,  including  materials  commonly  referred  to  as  brush,  in- 
cluding vegetation  such  as  tree  branches,  brush,  cane,  driftwood  and  other  forestry 
debris,  but  excluding  grass,  hay  or  leaves.  The  permit  for  such  burning  is  to  be 
obtained  from  the  Fire  Department. 

Such  open  burning  shall  be  performed  in  accordance  with  the  following 
requirements: 

a)  without  causing  a  nuisance,  b)  with  smoke  minimizing  starters  if  fire 
starters  ore  necessary,  c)  between  ten  o'clock  ante  meridian,  and  four  o'clock  post 
meridian,  d)  on  land  proximate  to  the  place  of  gensrotion  of  such  products,  or 
at  such  other  place  as  may  be  designated  in  the  permit. 

Violations  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  per 
day,  and  each  day's  violation  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 

This  statute  will  be  enforced  by  this  department  anytime  it  is  encountered. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Swampscott  for  their  past  cooperation  in  this 
matter.

The  office  of  the  Authority  is  located  at  6  Duncan  Terrace  and  is  open  daily 
from  9:00  A.M.  to  5:00  P.M.  every  day  except  Saturday  and  Sunday.  Regular  and 
special  meetings  are  held  as  often  as  necessary  to  carry  out  the  business  of  the 
Authority.   The  Annual  Election  of  officers  is  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  April. 

The  Authority  was  established  in  1948  and  is  on  independent  corporation 
from  the  Town.  Four  members  are  elected  by  the  voters  of  the  Town  and  the  fifth 
member  is  appointed  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Community  Affairs 
for  a  five  year  term.  The  other  four  members  are  elected  for  a  five  year  term  with 
staggered  expiration  dates  to  guarantee  a  majority  of  experienced  members  to  carry 
out  the  functions  of  the  Authority.  All  vacancies  are  filled  by  vote  of  a  joint 
meeting  between  the  Authority  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  until  the  next  annual 
election  to  fill  the  unexpired  term. 

Major  and  minor  improvements  and  maintenance  programs  are  carried  out 
on  all  three  projects  under  the  control  of  the  Authority.

The  Swampscott  Ambulance  Needs  Study  Committee  was  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  when  instructed  to  do  so  by  the  1974  annual  Town  Meeting 
under  Article  24  of  the  Warrant. 

Their  job  was  to  investigate  the  needs  of  the  town  relating  to  providing  ambu- 
lance service  for  its  residents  and  to  make  a  full  report  with  specific  recommenda- 
tions to  the  1975  annual  Town  Meeting. 

Since  they  were  appointed,  committee  members  have  met  frequently  by  them- 
selves and  on  a  regional  basis  at  local  hospitals  to  come  up  with  an  ambulance  plan 
that  would  be  beneficial  to  the  residents  as  well  as  one  which  is  economically  feasible 
in  light  of  new  regulations  pKDssed  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health 
regarding  ambulances  and  their  usage. 

This  complete  investigation  and  an  analysis  of  all  possible  options  regarding 
a  Swampscott  ambulance  service  will  be  presented  in  depth  on  the  floor  of  Town 
Meeting. 

Committee  members,  working  in  connection  with  the  North  Shore  Health 
Planning  Council  have  made  some  significant  progress  in  their  quest  to  better 
ambulance  service  in  town. 

The  Swampscott  Police  Ambulance  is  equipped  with  a  special  radio  hook-up 
linking  the  ambulance  directly  with  the  emergency  rooms  at  local  hospitals. 

The  driver  of  the  ambulance  is  now  able  to  talk  directly  with  doctors  while 
enroute  to  the  hospital  and  can  describe  the  patient's  medical  problem  and  his 
condition,  minute  by  minute. 

This  direct  communication  will  save  precious  minutes  and  will  allow  the  hos- 
pital emergency  rooms  to  prepare  for  the  incoming  patient. 

Members  of  the  Ambulance  Committee  managed  to  raise  over  $500  to  pay 
for  the  radio  conversion. 

Donating  substantial  amounts  of  money  to  this  public  service  endeavor  were: 
The  Upper  Swampscott  Improvement  Association,  The  Neighborhood  Association, 
Swampscott  Taxpayers  Association  for  Municipal  Progress,  Inc.  (STAMP),  the  Para- 
dise Associates,  the  Lynn  Institution  for  Savings,  the  Essex  County  Bank  and  some 
anonymous  citizens  who  felt  the  project  was  worthwhile. 

The  Swampscott  Ambulance  Needs  Study  Committee  wishes  to  thank  those 
groups  and  citizens  who  donated  funds  to  pay  for  the  radio  conversion  and  to 
Martin  Levitan  of  the  North  Shore  Health  Planning  Council  who  helped  this  com- 
mittee in  every  way  that  he  could.

At  the  time  of  this  report  in  January,  the  Traffic  Study  Committee  has  con- 
cerned itself  with  a  variety  of  problems  and  possible  solutions.  Vinnin  Square  and 
Task  C  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  is  of  prime  importance  and  hopefully 
by  Town  Meeting  time  its  progress  can  be  further  reported  upon.  This  Committee 
finds  itself  too  often  forced  into  reacting  to  situations  rather  than  planning.  Change 
occurs  rapidly  and  thus  the  committee  has  become  particularly  involved  in  Select- 
men's meetings,  Appeals  Board  hearings  and  Planning  Board  hearings. 

The  Committee  has  responded  to  citizens  groups  and  town  boards  in  efforts 
to  work  out  trucking  through  side  streets,  the  Essex  St.  bridge,  the  resulting  problems 
of  trucks  and  buses  on  Burrill  Street  and  Paradise  Road,  continued  involvement  in 
the  TOPICS  projects  and  concern  with  their  costs. 

While  development  proceeds,  it  becomes  more  difficult  to  plan  for  the  increased 
volume  of  traffic,  both  vehicular  and  pedestrian,  and  for  the  need  of  limiting  numbers 
of  curb  cuts  both  on  Paradise  Rood  and  Essex  Street.  The  further  probability  of  a 
shopping  mall  at  the  King's  Beach  Garage  raises  the  threat  of  Swampscott's  entrances 
and  egresses  being  jammed  with  consuming  traffic. 

Efforts  hove  been  made  to  contact  Salem  and  Marblehead  on  common  traffic 
problems  and  by  Town  Meeting  we  hope  to  have  more  to  report  in  this  area. 

Several  events  have  pointed  to  lessons  for  the  future: 

1.  The  overturn  of  the  Appeals  Board  on  the  professional  office  building  at  Vinnin 
Square  shows  us  that  the  town's  zoning  is  open  to  change  at  the  discretion  of 
the  court. 

2.  Hearings  on  remodeling  and  expansion  of  business,  e.g.  Puritan  Bank,  points 
up  the  lack  of  requirements  for  off-street  parking  for  any  business  area  other 
than  B-3. 

3.  Proposed  plans  have  been  presented  that  lack  adequate  fire  lanes,  and  regret- 
fully there  is  an  added  need  for  the  right  of  the  Town  to  police  these  areas. 

In  September  the  Committee  worked  with  Open  Space  Committee,  Public  Works 
and  the  Police  Department  to  provide  parking  on  the  New  Ocean  House  property. 
This  will  hopefully  not  only  provide  beach  parking,  but  also  remove  some  of  the 
congestion  on  Humphrey  Street  around  Blocksidge  Park.  Concurrently  the  Committee 
has  kept  abreast  of  plans  for  the  development  of  the  remaining  New  Ocean  House 
property. 

With  the  passage  of  the  Moratorium  Article,  Town  Meeting  has  provided  an 
opportunity  for  this  Town  to  intelligently  attempt  to  determine  its  future  character. 
Hopefully  this  Committee  will  continue  to  work  along  with  other  Town  Committees 
and  Boards  towards  this  end.

The  Conservation  Commission  has  had  an  active  legislative  year.  It  sponsored 
three  articles  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting.  1.  For  development  funds  for  the  Chick 
Estate.  2.  The  filing  of  an  Environmental  Impact  Statement  at  the  local  level,  and 
3.  Wetland  Zoning.  In  addition,  the  Commission  co-sponsored  with  Open  Space 
Land  Use  Committee  and  Recreation  Commission  two  beach  taking  articles.  All  the 
articles  passed  except  Wetland  Zoning  which  was  referred  to  a  study  committee 
composed  of  Commission  and  Planning  Board  members.  The  Commission  supported 
and  worked  for  the  successful  passage  of  the  referendum  on  the  beach  land  takings. 

Again,  at  the  October  special  Town  Meeting,  the  Conservation  Commission, 
the  Open  Space  Land  Use  Committee  and  the  Recreation  Commission  co-sponsored 
and  saw  the  passage  of  articles  for  the  purchase  of  beach  front  land  and  two  parcels 
of  land  for  parking  in  what  was  formerly  New  Ocean  House  property. 

Efforts  to  enforce  the  Wetland  Protection  Act  regulations  have  resulted  in  the 
holding  of  a  number  of  public  hearings  and  subsequent  issuance  of  Orders  of  Con- 
ditions to  land  developers  in  wetland  areas. 

Work  has  begun  on  updating  and  printing  the  Conservation  Master  Plan  for 
Swampscott.  Meetings  have  been  held  with  the  Planning  Board,  and  Wetland  Zoning 
will  be  included  in  the  warrant  for  the  annual  Town  Meeting. 

Throughout  the  year  members  have  attended  regional  and  state  meetings  and 
workshops  on  conservation  matters. 

The  Conservation  Commission  accepted  with  regret,  the  resignation  of  Mary 
Powers.  Happily  she  will  continue  to  serve  as  an  associate  member.  In  July,  Avis 
Feldman  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy.

Although  there  was  a  noticeable  attrition  from  some  of  the  older  permanent 
members  on  the  rolls,  total  participation  in  the  assistance  program  increased  due 
to  unemployment  —  which  is  usually  on  a  temporary  basis  until  other  funds  become 
available.  In  the  Fall  an  upward  adjustment  was  made  In  the  State  budget  in  recog- 
nition of  higher  costs;  also  on  the  Federal  end,  both  pensions  and  social  security 
income  rose  during  the  year. 

The  introduction  of  SSI  —  Supplementary  Security  Income  —  had  a  significant 
effect  OS  some  of  the  burden  was  transferred  to  Public  Welfare,  which  receives  a 
50%  reimbursement  from  the  government.  Many  cases  will  be  affected  involving 
medical  expenses.  Although  this  change  reduces  the  State-Town  costs  —  which  are 
split  —  on  balance  it  does  not  relieve  the  taxpayer  since  the  yearly  cost  of  SSI  for 
the  state  is  estimated  at  $120  million. 

This  office  worked  well  within  its  budget  for  the  previous  18  month  period 
and  is  proceeding  evenly  at  this  stage  in  the  12  month  1974-1975  budget.

The  Kennel  Study  Committee  last  year  stated  that  the  Town  of  Swampscott 
needed  a  place  to  keep  stray  dogs.  With  ths  population  of  dogs  increasing  each 
year,  the  problem  gets  worse.  The  facility  the  town  now  uses  ;s  not  large  enough 
for  Swampscott,  Marblehead  and  Salem  and  for  their  private  business.  Our  leash  law 
is  hampered  by  not  being  able  to  place  a  dog  in  the  kennel  at  late  hours.  As  Dog 
Officer  I  will  state  that  with  a  town  kennel  the  leash  law  would  be  effective  100% 
and  give  the  residents  better  service. 

1.  Dogs  could  be  placed  in  the  kennel  at  any  hour. 

2.  Town  employees  could  supply  the  labor. 

3.  Public  Works  could  supply  the  material. 

4.  Location  could  be  in  bock  of  cemetery. 

5.  It  would  eliminate  the  pound  appropria<-ion  each  year  ($2,500). 

6.  All  confinement  fees  paid  by  dog  owners  would  go  into  our  town  treasury.

The  School  Building  Committee,  appointed  in  June  by  the  Moderator  in  ac- 
cordance with  vote  of  last  spring  under  Article  32,  respectfully  submits  its  report 
concerning  its  activities  and  progress  to  date  in  planning  conversion  and  expansion 
of  the  Shaw  School  as  a  4-year  high  school. 

The  Committee's  initial  efforts  were  devoted  to  a  thorough  search  for  the 
-nost  competent  professional  assistance  available.  About  40  proposals  for  the  pro- 
vision of  preliminary  building  and  site  plans  were  received.  The  Committee's  de- 
tailed screening  process  involved  individual  analysis  and  ranking  of  the  proposals, 
frequent  meetings,  interviews  with  8  semi-finalists,  visits  to  various  completed 
schools  and  another  round  of  interviews  for  3  finalists  prior  to  architect  and  edu- 
cational consultant  selection  (Drummey,  Rosane  and  Anderson  and  Dr.  George 
Collins). 

While  the  selection  process  was  underway,  material  important  in  the  planning 
process  was  being  reviewed:  School  Building  Needs  Committee  reports  and  Town 
V\eeting  votes  on  Needs  Committee  recommendations.  State  Aid  requirements  and 
School  Department  space  requests. 

In  September,  the  architect  and  the  educational  consultant  were  selected.  A 
tight  schedule  was  adopted  for  developing  educational  specifications  and  preliminary 
plans  by  the  end  of  the  year.  The  School  Department  submitted  another  larger 
estimate  of  space  needs.  Since  that  time  frequent  meetings,  working  sessions  and 
conferences  have  been  held  to  analyze  enrollment  forecasts  and  the  School  Depart- 
ment educational  space  lists  of  February  and  September  to  estimate  what  might 
be  generally  acceptable  to  house  the  educational  program  for  Grades  9  through  12. 
The  determination  of  acceptability  includes  consideration  of  the  School  Building 
Assistance  Bureau  Standards  to  insure  the  65%  State  Aid  necessary  for  any  con- 
struction. 
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On  Tuesday,  October  22,  the  Building  Committee  voted  to  direct  the  architect 
to  proceed  to  develop  preliminary  plans  using,  os  a  maximum,  a  list  of  educational 
spaces  developed  by  the  educational  consultant  with  School  Department  and  Com- 
mittee representatives.  On  the  same  evening  during  a  joint  meeting,  the  School 
Committee  members  agreed  that  there  was  sufficient  concurrence  to  warrant  initia- 
tion of  architectural  work.  As  the  rough  "ball-park"  area  estimates  were  refined, 
a  continuing  attempt  was  made  to  insure  that  no  more  than  minimum  acceptable 
facilities  were  planned  to  house  the  program  in  the  existing  building  and  in  planned 
new  construction  on  the  Shaw  site. 

Changes  in  the  aid  formula  on  July  1,  1975  will  raise  Swampscott's  share  of 
construction  costs  from  35%  to  50%  unless  a  project  is  planned  and  committed 
beforehand.  To  allow  time  for  developing  final  plans  and  specifications,  for  bidding 
and  for  securing  numerous  necessary  approvals,  the  Building  Committee  completed 
preliminary  building  and  site  plans  and  estimates  for  consideration  at  a  Special 
Meeting  soon  after  the  first  of  the  year,  substantially  on  schedule.  There  have 
been  continuing  opportunities  for  officials  and  interested  citizens  to  follow  the 
progress  of  the  preliminary  planning. 

The  Committee's  objective  has  been  to  produce  a  project  which  is  education- 
ally and  fiscally  acceptable  by  careful  planning  to  minimize  non-educational  space 
and  by  using  low  cost  but  sound  building  methods  and  materials. 

In  terms  of  the  area  and  cost  of  new  construction,  it  may  be  helpful  to  consider 
that  Grades  7  through  9  are  now  in  a  building  which  should  be  enlarged  perhaps 
25%  to  accommodate  them  properly.  A  similar  situation  exists  at  the  High  School 
and  elsewhere  in  the  system.  Adding  another  grade  represents  another  33%  in- 
crease. Enrollment  growth  forecasts  range  up  to  20%.  High  School  rather  than 
Junior  High  use  required  a  further  significant  addition  due  to  greater  specialized 
area  requirements  for  a  total  of  perhaps  85%.  On  a  space-by-space  basis,  it  is 
therefore  consistent  that  a  gross  88%  space  increase,  or  about  70,000  square  feet, 
is  indicated.  If  the  estimated  increase  in  area  cannot  be  reduced,  the  net  capital 
cost  to  the  town  may  be  about  $1,400,000.* 

The  costs  of  the  basic  plan  which  will  be  presented  to  the  town  hove  been 
estimated  as  follows  for  the  committee  by  Drummey,  Rcsane  and  Anderson  and  Dr. 
Collins:

The  above  figures  do  not  include  field  house  and  auditorium  alternates  which 
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will  be  presented  to  the  town  for  consideration.  The  field  house  increases  the  tax 
rate  estimate  by  \9^/yeQr  while  the  auditorium  adds  about  13$!  with  estimated 
costs  at  $750,000  and  $432,500  and  town  shares  at  $262,500  and  $151,375 
respectively. 

The  proposals  described  above  will  be  presented  to  a  Special  Town  Meeting 
early  in  1975  for  consideration.

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The  major  recommendations  are  as  follows. 

A.  Land  Use 

1.  A  conservative,  stable  town  land  use  policy  to  control  population  and 
enrollment  growth  and  density  and,  thus,  future  costs  and  taxes  and  to 
preserve  and  enhance  public  open  space  and  recreation  facilities. 

2.  Initial  acquisitions  of  land  for  Public  Open  Space:  Chick  Estate,  to  enhance 
the  Hadley  School  area;  Hastings  Estate,  to  permit  use  of  Stanley  open 
space  for  future  elementary  expansion;  Tedesco,  to  permit  use  of  Shaw 
open  space  for  future  secondary  expansion. 

B.  School  Facilities 

1 .  No  present  elementary  expansion  and  any  future  elementary  expansion  at 
the  Stanley  School. 

2.  No  present  or  future  construction  of  a  new  secondary  school  on  a  new 
site  but  initiation  of  the  expansion  of  the  Shaw  facility  as  a  four-year  high 
school  by  the  late  1970's. 

In  conformity  with  its  Phase  IV  report,  the  School  Building  Needs  Committee 
recommended  to  the  1974  Town  Meeting  appointment  of  a  Building  Committee 
to  implement  the  specific  proposal  for  expansion  of  the  Alice  Shaw  Junior  High 
School  as  a  four-year  high  school.  Reporting  on  its  article,  the  Committee  noted  a 
range  of  cost  estimates  from  one  to  three  million  dollars  to  effect  the  conversion 
and  recommended  appointment  of  a  committee  instructed  to  conform  to  the  Phase 
IV  proposal  to  use  "economical  design  and  construction  concepts"  and  "an  effi- 
:ient,  low-cost  approach  to  meeting  facilities  needs." 

Over  the  post  two  years,  the  Town  has  supported  all  of  the  basic  recommen- 
dations of  the  School  Building  Needs  Committee  by  affirmative  Town  Meeting  and 
referendum  votes.  The  only  Committee  initiative  not  acted  upon  favorably  was  its 
request  to  be  discharged.    Positive  action  included: 

A.  Stable  Land  Use  Policy  to  Control  Density,  Population, 
Enrollment  and  Cost  Growth 

1.  Public  open  space  expansion:  Chick,  Tedesco,  Hastings  acquisitions. 

2.  Building  moratoria. 

B.  Policy  of  Preservation  and  Expansion  of  Exis'^ing  School 
Facilities  and  Sites 

1.  Expansion  of  the  Shaw  School  as  a  four-year  high  school. 

2.  Expansion  of  Hcdley,  Shaw  and  Stanley  sites  by  adjacent  open  space 
acquisitions. 

The  character  of  the  Town  in  the  future  can  be  influenced  substantially  by 
continuing  a  stable  land  use  policy  to  control  growth  and  density  and  preserve  the 
dwindling  supply  of  open  space.  It  is  of  critical  importance  that  officials  and 
citizens  maintain  o  high  level  of  Interest  and  participation  in  planning  the  Town's 
future  to  preserve  and  enhance  its  amenities.  A  positive  by-product  of  such  policies 
is  cos!-  and  tax  rate  control  by  limiting  service  delivery  requirements. 

The  School  Building  Needs  Committee  will  continue  its  surveillance  of  short- 
and  long-range  educational  facilities  needs  including  an  analysis  of  the  School 
Building  Committee's  recommendations  for  expansion  at  the  Shaw  site.

"Shall  the  vote  of  the  North  Shore  Regional  Vocational  School  District  School 
Committee  passed  on  October  3,  1974,  authorizing  the  incurring  of  debt  in  the 
amount  of  $15,500,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  improved  land  and  con- 
structing, reconstructing,  adding  to  and  equipping  a  school  building  or  buildings 
thereon  pursuant  to  Chapter  545  of  the  Acts  of  1972  as  amended  and  supplemented, 
the  Regional  School  District  Agreement  and  any  other  enabling  authority,  be  ap- 
proved?" 

The  above  question  was  voted  on  at  the  polls,  which  were  opened  at  twelve 
o'clock  noon  and  closed  at  eight  o'clock  p.m.,  due  to  a  vote  passed  by  the  N.  S. 
Regional  Vocational  School  District  School  Committee  that  "no  Indebtedness  shall 
be  incurred  under  the  foregoing  vote  unless  said  vote  shall  be  approved  by  a  majority 
of  the  registered  voters  in  the  member  municipalities  voting  on  the  question  at  an 
election  called  and  held  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  paragraph  (2)  of  clause  (d)  of 
Section  6  of  Chapter  545  of  the  Acts  of  1972  as  amended."

The  year  of  1974  saw  the  completion  of  the  second  full  year  of  the  Recreation 
Commission.  The  Commission  philosophy  is  to  offer  activities  and  programs  to  meet 
the  needs  of  all  our  citizens  regardless  of  age  or  sex.  Over  the  last  two  years  the 
Commission  has  started  or  expanded  programs  that  have  been  successfully  offered 
in  the  past.  The  Commission  co-sponsored  articles  in  the  Town  Warrant  that  have 
insured  the  citizens  of  the  Town  a  beach  and  parking  facilities  that  we  may  use  in 
the  years  ahead.  The  Commission  also  regulates  use  of  the  Town's  eight  tennis 
courts  on  a  permit  basis.  The  Town's  Sailing  Program  is  another  summer  program 
that  the  Commission  is  trying  to  up-date  with  new  boats  and  advanced  sailing 
course. 

The  Commission  assisted  the  Senior  Citizens  in  setting  up  their  Drop-in  Center 
with  a  donation  of  a  pool  table  and  a  number  of  games.  The  Commission  will  also 
include  in  its  budget  money  to  be  used  by  the  Senior  Citizens. 

The  Swampscott  Theatre  Company  also  received  a  helping  hand  from  the 
Commission  to  get  itself  off  the  ground  and  into  an  active  group. 

The  Commission  has  tried  to  increase  the  variety  and  quality  of  activities  that 
are  offered,  so  as  to  continue  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  majority  of  the  children 
at  each  park  or  playground.  New  equipm.ent  and  improved  play  areas  are  continuing 
to  be  taken  care  of  and  developed  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

The  Commission  knows  that  all  these  programs  and  increased  activities  cost 
money  and  must  be  paid  for  by  the  townspeople.  Therefore,  a  small  fee  has  been 
charged  to  register  for  some  of  our  programs,  permits  and  stickers.  This  policy 
will  be  continued  in  the  coming  year  so  that  even  in  a  small  way  the  persons  that 
are  using  the  town  facilities  or  are  involved  in  some  of  the  programs  or  activities 
contribute  to  the  Town  not  just  indirectly  through  taxes,  but  directly  through  a 
registration  fee.  The  Commission  has  already  returned  more  than  $5000.00  to 
the  Town's  general  fund  and  will  add  to  that  figure  before  the  end  of  the  current 
budget  on  June  30,  1975. 

The  Commission  would  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  Public 
Works  Administration,  and  personnel  for  the  cooperation  and  help  they  have  given 
us  over  the  past  year. 

The  School  Department  also  receives  our  thanks  for  the  use  of  facilities  and 
personnel  needed  to  carry  out  many  of  our  programs. 

The  Commission  and  the  Recreation  Coordinator  would  like  to  thank  the 
community  for  the  help  and  support  they  have  given  in  the  past  year.  The  Com- 
mission will  continue  to  expand  its  programs  and  would  like  the  townspeople's 
understanding  and  support  in  the  coming  year. 

Programs  currently  being  sponsored  by  the  Recreation  Commission  are: 
Saturday  (Winter)  Basketball,  Shaw  Friday  Nite  Recreation  Program,  Sailing,  Sum-

TIMOTHY  J.  DAVERN,  Town  Counsel 


Since  the  last  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1973,  the 
Town  will  have  had  one  annual  and  at  least  two  special  town  meetings.  To  quote 
Town  Meeting  Time  (at  page  29),  "Around  the  time  of  the  town  meeting,  the  Town 
Counsel  may  have  the  impression  that  he  is  working  overtime." 

I  might  add  that  it  is  also  on  excellent  time  for  the  Town  Counsel's  wife  and 
children  to  avoid  him.  at  any  cost.  Contrary  to  the  opinion  held  by  many,  the  war- 
rant does  not  "just  grow  like  topsy".  It  requires  a  great  deal  of  cooperative  effort 
to  produce. 

Even  after  the  final  draft  is  in  the  printer's  hands,  the  Town  Counsel's  work 
has  only  begun.  He  must  now  attempt  to  acquaint  himself  with  each  and  every 
legal  point  that  might  conceivably  arise  in  nexus  with  any  of  the  items  included 
in  the  warrant  concerning  which  he  may  be  called  upon  to  render  an  opinion.  This 
is  both  an  exhausting  and  challenging  task  and,  alas,  one  learns  only  from  experi- 
ence, that  no  matter  how  many  matters  he  has  researched  and  prepared  for  articu- 
lation, someone  always  has  a  question  concerning  a  point  of  law  of  which  he  has 
but  the  most  meager  information. 

This  can  be  quite  frustrating  after  having  prepared  for  so  long  to  be  able 
to  display  your  legal  acumen.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  one  Town  Counsel  on  the  North 
Shore,  who  shall  remain  forever  anonymous,  told  me  that  he  arranges  beforehand 
with  several  of  his  friends  to  make  inquiries  concerning  points  of  law  in  which  he 
has  been  well  prepared  and  thus  be  able  to  demonstrate  to  one  and  all,  quite  effec- 
tively, that  the  town  is  certainly  fortunate  to  have  such  an  individual  serve  as  its 
Town  Counsel. 
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Litigation  increcs3s,  particularly  in  the  fields  of  Zoning,  Real  Property  Taxa- 
tion, Civil  Service  disputes,  and,  in  the  area  of  industrial  accidents. 

Generally  speaking,  the  town's  position  has  been  nearly  always  upheld  by  the 
Courts.  One  case  involving  Real  Property  Taxation  was  won  by  the  town  after  a 
trial  before  the  Appellate  Tax  Board.  It  was  subsequently  appealed  to  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  and,  finally,  briefs  were  subnnitted  and  oral  arguments  made  before 
the  Appellate  Division.  This  case  now  constitutes  a  landmark  decision  in  which 
the  town  was  the  successful  party. 

The  purchase  of  various  large  and  valuable  tracts  of  New  Ocean  House  property 
also  presented  your  Town  Counsel  with  a  rather  enormous  amount  of  additional 
work  which  related,  primarily,  to  an  examination  of  the  title  to  the  parcels  involved, 
having  proper  plans  approved  relating  to  same,  and,  finally,  approving  all  the 
necessary  documents  and  plans  for  recording  with  the  appropriate  Registry  of  Deeds 
in  Salem,  Massachusetts.  The  abstracts  of  title  involved,  incidentally,  consisted  of 
some  350  pages  of  various  and  sundry  instruments  concerning  the  background  to 
the  locus  and  yet  the  transfer  of  title  took  place  within  a  few  weeks  after  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  which  authorized  said  purchase. 

The  Town  Counsel  is  called  upon  to  render  opinions  on  almost  a  daily  basis. 
Sometimes,  the  opinion  rendered  is  not  popular  but  usually  it  is  adhered  to.  All 
of  your  Town  Counsel's  opinions  are  based  on  his  understanding  of  the  law  involved 
after  considerable  research  and,  frequently,  after  lengthy  consultation  with  either 
other  Town  Counsels  and/or  City  Solicitors  and,  occasionally,  someone  from  the 
Attorney  General's  office.  At  times,  I  am  consciously  and  ccutely  aware  that  the 
ooinion  I  render  will  be  contrary  to  that  which  the  Board  of  Selectmen  would  desire. 
However,  that  Board  has  never  asked  for  my  opinion  without  subsequently  being 
guided  by  it. 

Infallibility  is  not  required  as  a  part  of  the  job  classification  for  Town  Counsel. 
However,  it  is  difficult,  at  times,  not  to  respond  to  well  publicized  but  clearly 
fallacious  arguments  concerning  the  opinions  so  rendered. 

I  have  enjoyed  much  of  the  litigation  in  which  I  have  represented  the  town 
in  the  past,  particularly  in  Zoning  Cases  and  Appellate  Tax  Board  matters,  such 
cs  that  referred  to  above,  but  it  is  anticipated  that  I  will  be  doing  but  very  little 
of  this  work  in  the  future. 

The  town  hcs  now  an  Assistant  Town  Counsel,  Harvey  Rowe.  He  was  selected 
and  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  his  performance  to  date  has  been 
characterized  by  its  uniform  excellence.  I  truly  do  not  know  how  even  the  mere 
minimum  of  work  required  by  the  legal  staff  of  the  town  could  have  been  accom- 
plished without  his  dedicated  assistance. 

The  "paper  work"  required  has  expanded  to  the  point  where,  generally,  on 
those  alternate  Thursday  evenings  when  the  Selectmen  do  not  meet,  Kay  Donlon 
and  I  work  together,  either  at  the  Town  Hall  or  at  my  office,  in  an  attempt  to  keep 
the  legal  affairs  of  the  town  on  a  somewhat  current  basis. 

Without  the  help  and  aid  of  numerous  town  employees  the  task  performed 
by  the  Legal  Department  of  the  town  would  be  impossible.  With  the  help,  it  is 
somehow  accomplished.  In  conclusion  my  job  is  taxing,  exhausting,  irritating, 
exciting,  stimulating,  and  wonderful.  Your  Town  Counsel  has  thoroughly  enjoyed 
the  challenges  and  opportunities  the  position  affords. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE

The  Swampscott  Civil  Defense  organization  continues  its  training  program  for 
the  Auxiliary  Fire,  Police,  Rescue,  and  Communications  Departments  so  that  in  time 
of  local  emergency  these  units  will  be  prepared  to  help  our  regular  departments. 

The  components  of  the  Swampscott  Civil  Defense  Department  are  as  follows: 

A.  Auxiliary  Fire  Department  with  the  cooperation  of  Chief  Hyde  has  been 
able  to  maintain  its  high  efficiency.  The  training  given  by  the  men  of  our  regular 
Fire  Department  has  given  the  Auxiliary  Department  great  value  in  the  techniques 
of  fire  fighting.  Captain  James  Champion  is  Liaison  Officer  between  these  depart- 
ments. The  equipment  of  the  Auxiliary  Department  consists  of  two  engines  and  one 
junior  aerial  truck,  also  three  lighting  units. 

Engine  #4  is  under  the  command  of  Captain  Purdy.  Engine  #5  is  under  the 
command  of  Captain  Caproni,  and  Ladder  #2  is  under  the  command  of  Captain 
Hardy. 

I  am  truly  grateful  for  the  time  and  effort  these  men  and  their  crews  have 
donated  to  keep  our  equipment  in  top  shape. 

B.  Auxiliary  Police  Department:  Through  the  cooperation  of  Chief  Carlin  and 
Lt.  Keating,  the  department's  Liaison  Officers,  new  equipment  has  been  purchased 
to  assist  the  regular  department  in  case  of  local  or  national  disturbances.  A  monthly 
meeting  is  also  held  for  showing  of  police  films  and  for  lectures  and  discussion 
periods. 

C.  Rescue  Squad:  Headed  by  Captain  Austin  this  unit  keeps  abreast  of  the 
newest,  most  advanced  techniques  in  the  art  of  life  saving.  These  men  donate  count- 
less hours  perfecting  the  proper  methods  of  training  and  administering  first  aid. 

D.  Communicotiors:  Robert  Grimss  is  our  Communication  Officer  and  does 
absolute  wonders  in  keeping  our  communication  system  in  proper  working  order.  We 
have  many  "Ham  Operators"  in  Town  who  also  volunteer  their  valuable  time  and 
service.   To  these  men,  my  sincere  thanks. 

I  have  strongly  implied  in  the  post  the  importance  of  home  protection.  Our 
Civil  Defense  program  strongly  urges  you  to  follow  these  four  basic  suggestions: 

1.  Have  at  least  one  member  take  a  Red  Cross  Family  First  Aid  Course. 

2.  Have  at  least  two  weeks  supply  of  canned  goods  and  juices  stored  in  case 
of  emergency,  for  each  member  of  your  household. 

3.  Have  a  "Planned  Action"  with  your  family  so  even  the  youngest  member 
knows  where  to  go  and  what  to  do  in  case  of  natural  disaster. 

4.  Make  sure  a  portable  radio  and  flashlights  are  in  good  working  order. 

Long  man  hours  have  been  spent  in  maintaining  our  equipment,  attending 
drills,  and  keeping  up  the  interior  of  our  headquarters.  I  am  sincerely  grateful  for 
all  work  done  by  these  volunteers. 

Needless  to  say,  again  I  am  most  grateful  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  our 
Fire  and  Police  Chiefs,  and  to  our  Public  Works  Director.  Without  their  help  we 
would  not  have  a  good  Swampscott  Civil  Defense.

Monthly  meetings  were  held  and  attended  by  me  at  the  Welfare  Office  in  Lynn 
(formerly  the  Oxford  Club). 

At  times  during  1974  I  have  assisted  various  citizens  of  Swampscott  in  ex- 
pediting claims  and  servicing  them  through  my  association  with  the  Director  in  Lynn, 
Mr.  Thomas  Spirito.  He  has  always  extended  himself  and  shown  extreme  cooperation 
with  these  people. 

In  1975  we  have  voted  to  reduce  our  meetings  to  six  (6)  instead  of  ten  (10). 

Again,  I  appeal  to  those  in  need  to  feel  free  to  contact  me  in  regard  to  any 
problem  that  they  are  confronted  with  regarding  public  assistance  problems. 

I  feel  honored  servicing  the  town  in  this  non-paid  appointed  position.

I  would  suggest  to  the  citizens  to  be  aware  and  moke  use  of  the  "unit  pricing" 
theory.  During  a  time  of  high  prices,  a  substantial  savings  can  result.

Upon  receipt  of  the  Occupancy  Permit,  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  will  request  a 
final  inspection  be  made  by  the  Massachusetts  Water  Resources  Commission  and  the 
Federal  Environmental  Protection  Agency  in  order  that  the  town  may  receive  from 
these  two  agencies  all  monies  due  for  this  project.

As  stated  in  our  previous  report,  your  Municipal  Electric  Plant  Study  Committee 
became  aware  in  late  Fall,  1972,  that  unless  a  change  was  made  in  a  State  Statute 
that  had  existed  since  1929,  no  further  plans  could  be  consummated. 

The  Committee  thereupon  filed  a  bill  with  the  Legislature  which  was  heard  by 
the  Joint  House  and  Senate  Committee  on  Government  Regulations.  The  hearing  was 
held  on  February  6,  1973,  and  was  very  well  attended.  Many  legislators,  managers 
of  other  municipally  owned  electric  plants,  and  privately  interested  individuals  spoke 
in  favor  of  the  bill  and  only  one  speaker  opposed  the  bill.  He  was  the  lobbyist  for 
the  N.  E.  Gas  and  Electric  Association.  The  bill  was  refiled  in  1973,  1974,  and  1975. 
It  had  an  adverse  report  the  first  time  and  was  lost  in  promulgation  the  second  time. 
Last  year  it  had  a  favorable  report  coming  out  of  committee,  but  was  never  debated 
on  the  senate  floor  —  simply  referred  to  Ways  and  Means  by  senate  leadership.  No 
further  action  has  been  taken  this  year. 


COLLECTIVE  BARGAINING  AGENT 
LABOR  MANAGEMENT  CONSULTANT 


At  the  time  this  report  was  submitted,  collective  bargaining  was  under  way 
between  the  Town  and  unions  representing  public  works  employees,  firefighters  and 
police.  An  election  had  been  held  by  eligible  Town  Hall  employees  and  the  State 
Council  41,  Local  294,  American  Federation  of  State,  County  and  Municipal  Employ- 
ees, AFL-CIO,  appeared  to  have  been  elected. 

Contracts  had  been  negotiated  for  the  year  1  974  and  executed  by  the  Town 
of  Swampscott  and  Local  387,  I.B.P,  representing  police.  Local  1459,  I.A.F.F.,  repre- 
senting fire  fighters  and  Local  576,  S.E.I.U.,  representing  library  employees. 

A  contract  with  Local  294,  A.F.S.C.M.E.  for  public  works  was  reopened  and 
amended. 

New  legislation  became  law  on  July  1,  1974,  Chapter  150E  of  the  General  [ 
Laws  of  Massachusetts  became  effective  on  that  date.  This  law  was  enacted  as  [ 
Chapter  1078  of  the  Acts  of  1973  and  signed  by  then  Governor  Francis  W.  Sargent.  \ 
Negotiations  for  the  1975  contracts  are  proceeding  under  the  terms  of  the  new! 
Public  Employee  Bargaining  Law. 
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The  new  Public  Employee  Bargaining  Law  as  amended  in  1974  mads  some 
important  changes  in  the  law. 

One  of  the  most  important  changes  is  a  provision  in  Section  7  that  in  event  of 
a  conflict  between  a  collective  bargaining  agreement  and  statutes,  ordinances,  by- 
laws or  regulations,  the  terms  of  the  agreement  prevail.  This  is  a  complete  reversal 
of  prior  laws. 

Another  important  section  states  that  if  a  contract  impasse  involving  municipal 
firefighters  or  police  officers  persists  30  days  after  the  publication  of  a  fact-finder's 
report  and  proceedings  for  the  prevention  of  prohibited  practices  have  been  exhausted, 
a  three-member  arbitration  panel  is  chosen  by  the  parties  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Board  of  Conciliation.  The  panel  holds  hearings  on  the  issues  in  dispute  and,  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  hearing,  each  party  submits  a  written  statement  containing  its 
"last  and  best  offer"  for  each  issue  in  dispute.  The  panel  must  accept  one  statement 
or  the  other  as  being  most  reasonable  —  and  the  decision  of  the  panel  is  binding 
on  the  parties  and  the  appropriate  legislative  body. 

This  last  provision  is  a  startling  innovation  in  collective  bargaining  and  is  now 
being  tested  in  court. 

There  are  other  provisions  for  final  and  binding  arbitration  in  disputes  with 
other  employees.  However  they  are  not  as  far  reaching  as  in  the  case  of  firefighters 
and  police  officers. 

The  collective  bargaining  process  has  become  very  sophisticated  and  powerful 
in  the  field  of  public  employment.  It  is  time  consuming  and  intricate. 

We  have  been  fortunate  in  Swompscott  in  our  municipal  labor  relations.  Our 
Selectmen  have  been  patient  and  industrious  in  their  preparation  of  background 
material  and  negotiating. 

Department  heads  have  provided  technical  knowledge  and  leadership  experience. 
The  union  representatives  and  employee  committee  members  hove  bargained 
hard  but  fairly. 

All  participants  in  the  collective  bargaining  negotiations  will  continue  efforts  to 
provide  harmonious  labor  management  relations,  productive  services,  fair  pay  and 
benefits  at  most  economical  cost  to  the  taxpayers.

The  Open  Space  Land  Use  Committee  was  gratified  to  have  its  major  proposals 
for  land  taking  at  Whales  Beach  and  for  parking  at  the  New  Ocean  House  site  sup- 
ported by  the  citizens  of  Swompscott  in  1974. 

An  article  to  purchase  more  than  6100  sq.  ft.  of  beachfront  land  formerly 
owned  by  Beebe-Centre  and  including  one-half  the  right-of-way  to  the  beach  re- 
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ceived  overwhelming  support  at  Town  Meeting  end  was  later  upheld  in  a  town-wide 
referendum. 

Similarly,  an  article  to  purchase  approximately  48,000  sq.  ft.  of  prime  ocean 
front  land  formerly  owned  by  the  New  Ocean  House  was  voted  by  Town  Meeting  and 
upheld  in  the  referendum.  Additionally,  an  article  to  purchase  more  than  213,000 
sq.  ft.  of  land  to  be  used  for  beach  parking  and  for  athletic  events  at  Phillips  Park 
was  voted,  thus  fulfilling  the  Open  Space  Land  Use  Committee's  goal  of  preserving 
Whales  Beach  for  the  citizens  of  Swampscott. 

The  Committee  is  grateful  for  the  support  of  the  Conservation  Commission  and 
the  Recreation  Commission  which  co-sponsored  the  articles  and  gave  valuable  assist- 
ance. 

While  its  proposal  for  cluster  zoning  was  defeated  at  the  annual  Town  Meeting, 
a  majority  of  the  committee  believes  that  cluster  zoning  represents  the  best  use  of 
developable  land  provided  the  present  allowable  density  is  not  increased. 

1975  will  be  a  challenge  as  the  committee  seeks  proposals  for  the  best  possible 
use  for  the  remainder  of  open  space  in  the  town.

This  Committee  placed  its  third  book  on  the  market  in  1974,  "Swampscott  in 
the  Seventeenth  Century"  by  Richard  B.  Johnson,  and  sales  a  few  months  later  have 
already  exceeded  the  cost  of  printing. 

Mr.  Harvey  Michaels  of  the  High  School  is  having  his  classes  work  on  a  book 
covering  the  middle  period  of  the  Town's  history,  i.e.,  1700-1852.  This  publication 
would  fill  an  important  gap  in  our  program  and  we  hope  to  receive  it  soon. 

A  map  of  "New  Cove,  1  845"  which  was  the  old  name  for  the  area  off  Gal- 
loupes  Point,  was  received  from  Capt.  W.  R.  Lawrence,  of  St.  Michaels,  Maryland, 
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as  well  as  other  gifts  among  them  from  the  Public  Works  Department,  "History  of 
Members  of  the  Armed  Service  1918"  and  several  other  volumes  relating  to  old 
Town  construction.  All  of  these  are  much  appreciated. 

Also  received  a  "Swampscott  Directory  of  1888"  which  was  purchased  from 
Otto  Friedman. 

During  the  Bicentennial  Period  we  have  received  and  granted  many  requests 
from  Town  groups  to  set  up  displays  at  the  Administration  Building  which  will  be 
done  under  the  supervision  of  our  Display  Sub-Committee,  Mr.  Louis  A.  Gallo  and 
Ms.  Dorothy  Anderson. 

Finally,  the  book  of  photographs  of  Swampscott  scenes,  for  which  the  town 
appropriated  money  at  the  last  town  meeting,  is  in  preparation  and  should  be  ready 
for  publication  in  early  1975. 


INSPECTOR  OF  WIRES

I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1974. 
There  were  233  permits  issued  and  $5,537.75  collected.  For  the  year  1973  there 
were  218  permits  issued  and  $655.25  collected.  The  increase  in  monies  collected  is 
due  to  the  new  permit  fee  schedule.  In  these  permits  were  high  rise  apartments,  new 
houses  and  repairs  and  upgrading  of  present  wiring. 

The  office  hours  of  the  depariment  are  4:45  to  5:30  daily,  Monday  through 
Friday.  At  this  time  permits  are  issued,  many  questions  answered,  and  appointments 
for  inspections  made. 

Investigations  of  damaged  wiring  were  made  after  several  house  fires.  Inspec- 
tions were  made  after  the  electricians  had  replaced  damaged  wiring  and  before  it 
was  put  into  service. 

Several  re-inspections  were  made  when  work  or  materials  did  not  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Code  or  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Swamp- 
scott. 


WORKMEN'S  COMPENSATION

The  help  and  cooperation  received  from  all  town  boards  and  employees  has 
been  outstanding.  I  thank  them  very  much. 

Within  the  department  of  Workmen's  Compensation,  the  town  provides  medical 
payments  and  disability  benefits  to  all  employees  and  their  families  for  work  related 
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injuries  and/or  illnesses  except  the  police  and  fire  departments.  The  police  and  fire 
departments  receive  the  benefit  of  medical  payments  only  for  the  same  purpose. 

During  the  calendar  year  of  1974,  thirty-nine  (39)  claims  were  reported,  twelve 
(12)  of  which  involved  weekly  disability.  There  were  twenty-two  (22)  claims  from 
the  police  and  fire  departments  for  medical  payments. 

All  claims  for  Workmen's  Compensation  and  medical  payments  for  the  police 
and  fire  departments  were  within  budget  limits.
